Massacre 
in Rangoon 


RANGOON, Sept 1 9, (Agen- 
cies): Heavily-armed Bur- 
mese troops fired at crowds of 
demonstrators in Rangoon 
today to crush popular resis- 
tance to a military coup, kill- 
ing and wounding scores of 
people, residents said. 

One Western diplomat 
estimated the death toll at about 
400, many of them students, but 
this could not be confirmed. 

Witnesses said many of the 
dead and wounded were shot 
without warning near the Ran- 
goon .General Hospital, the 
2 ,000-y ear-old Buddhist shrine 
Sule Pagoda and the City Hall. 

Gunfire and explosions were 
heard in various parts of the dty 
of three million people and 
surrounding areas. 

Takeover 

The first shots were fired 
within hours of the takeover yes- 
terday by Defence Minister and 
Army chief General Saw Mating, 
closely associated with socialist 
rulers whose authority has been 
challenged by months of pro- 
democracy demonstrations. 

Witnesses said they saw 
monks try to stop the bloodshed 
by; surrounding attacking sol- 
diersin some areas of the capital. 

Rangoon looked like a dty 
under siege, with sections of the 
city barricaded by militant 
students to impede movement of 
troops trying to restore controL . .

Tin Oo and Aung San Suu Kyi, 
daughter of independence hero 
Aung San,- called in a joint 
statement for an end to the 
violence. 

“We do not wish to see the 
blood of innocent high school 
children spilled." they said. For- 
mer Prime Minister U Nu, 
another opposition figure, 
deplored the killing of peaceful 
demonstrators today in Ran- 
goon. 

Military spokesman Kyaw 
Sann told reporters that troops 
dashed with demonstrators at 
four points last night and in 
several areasofthecapitaJ today. 

“The violent mob attacked 
security forces with catapults 
and jihglees (metal darts)r&iid T * 
the troops had to disperse the 
mob by shooting m many parts 
of the town last night," the spok- 
esman said. He described the 


situation today in similar terms. 

Kyaw Sann said crowds today 
raided two police stations, steal- 
ing 13 rifles and pistols along 
with ammunition. 

He said “strike centres" had 
been abolished in most parts of 
the country, and that authorities 
killed three people and wounded 
15 when clearing such centres in 
Magwe, Taunggyi and Loikaw. 

Unofficial sources said clashes 
also occurred in Mandalay, the 
country's second largest city. 

■ Student posters appeared in 
several parts of the city asking 
the people to conserve energy 
and await instructions. The pos- 
ters said action would be taken 
against soldiers. 

Diplomats said there were 
reports that troops disarmed 
police in some districts of the city 
and shut down all newspaper 
offices. 

Evacuated 

“It looks very, very bad," one 
of the diplomats said. 

Earlier in the day the bodies of 
the dead and wounded lay stret- 
ched out on the streets. They 
could not immediately be 
evacuated because of intense fir- 
ing.

CHANDIGARH, Sept 19, 
(Reuter): Sikh separatists assas- 
sinated the leader of an opposi- 
tion party in Punjab today, two 
days before Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi was due to visit the nor- 
thern Indian state, police said. 

They said Hit Aohllashi, Pun- 
jab head of the Bharatiya Janata 
Party (BJP), died in a hail of 
automatic gunfire as he left his 
office in Chandigarh, the Punjab 
capital. 

Police said two Sikh militants 
leapt out of a van as Abhilashi 
walked from his office to a car. 
opened, fire with AK-47 assault 
rifles and then drove off at high 
speed. 

Abhilashi’s bodyguard was 
seriously injured in the shooting, 
which tore up the car the BJr 
leader was about to enter. 

Rajiv's one-day visit to Punjab 
on Wednesday, his first for three 
years, will take him to someof the 
strongholds of militants fighting 
for an independent homeland 
they call Khatistan. 

More than .1,900 people have 
been killed this year in the bloody 
separatist campaign, compared 
with 1 ,230 in all ofl 987. 


Western navies

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India imposes 
‘ban’ on maids

THE Indian government has 
slapped an indirect ban on the 
employment of maids in three 
Mideast states. 

The Indian embassies in 
Kuwait, Oman and South 
Yemen were asked by the Indian 
Labour Ministry earlier this 
month not to attest maids visas 
obtained by sponsors in these 
countries. Attestation by an 
Indian embassy is essential for 
emigration clearance in India. 

The Indian embassy in Kuwait 
is not even attesting domestic 
visas obtained before the Labour 
Ministry directive was issued in 
early September. 

Attestation 

An Indian embassy official 
denied reports of a “ban," but 
confirmed, that attestation of 
visas has been stopped for an 
indefinite period. 

The attestation of visas other 
than maids has not been stopped. 

The Philippines recently ban- 
ned the employment of maids in 
Gulf countries to stop exploita- 
tion of women. Bangladesh and 
Pakistan earlier stopped sending 
maids. 


India's Labour Ministry is 
reviewing the employment of 
maids in the Gulf to “proLecL 
their interests" after receiving 
reports of abuse by some 
employers and exploitation by 
recruiting agencies. 

The policy of sending maids is 
being reviewed to ensure their 
safety and stop exploitation of 
women by unrecognised recruit- 
ing agencies, informed sources 
said. 

Domestic servants are not 
given any contracts and in some 
instances contracts given to them 
are not honoured by some 
employers, the sources said. 

Imposed 

Indians are not allowed to 
bring maids from their country. 
This ban was imposed to stop 
misuse of domestic visas to bring 
families. However, visas for 
Indian maids bad previously 
been attested for sponsors of 
other nati inalities. Between 200 
and 250 visas were being attested 
annually by the Indian embassy 
in Kuwait. 

The Indian government has 
fixed a minimum salary of KD 
45, plus accommodation and 
food, for unskilled labourers and 
domestics.

Lebanon plunges into

Sanctions 
will harm 
US-lraqi 
ties: Aziz 

BAGHDAD. Sept 19, <AP): 
Foreign Minister Tareq Aziz 
said today future relations with 
Washington depended on 
whether the US administration 
“yields" lo Senate calls for sanc- 
tion 5 against Iraq for allegedly 
using chemical weapons against 
Kurdish rebels. 

He warned at a news con- 
ference that economic sanctions 
would “harm" US-lraqi rela- 
tions. 

“If the American administra- 
tion yields to the campaign of the. 
Senate and the Zionist lobby, this 
will have negative effect on rela- 
tions between the two coun- 
tries, "Aziz said. 

“The iraqi-US relations 
depend on the position the 
American administration takes 
vis-a-vis moves taken by a group 
of Senators. 

“If the American administra- 
tion preserves the good relations 
that started several years ago, of 
course, Iraq will reciprocate," he 
added. 

The Senate has called for econ- 
omic sanctions against Iraq for 
allegedly using internationally 
banned weapons in a crackdown 
on Kurdish rebels in northern 
Iraq. The State Department also 
said it has evidence, based on 
examination of Kurdish refugees 
in Turkey, that poison gas was 
used in autonomous Kurdistan. 

The United Nations has asked 
Iraq to allow investigators to 
probe into the charges, but Bagh- 
dad viewed the move an inter- 
ference in Iraq's domestic affairs 
and refused lo admit the team. 

Iraqi officials have denied 
their Army used banned 
weapons against the Kurds. 

Aziz also renewed charges 
Iran was blocking progress in 
UN-sponsored talks aimed at 
settling Lhe eight-year Gulf war. 
The talks were launched in Gen- 
eva on Aug 25, five days after a 
ceasefire took hold on the war 
front. 


BEIRUT, Sept 19, (Agencies): 
Fresh controversy over the 
presidential succession raged in 
Lebanon today, sparked by a 
US-Syrian accord to support a 
pro-Syrian candidate. 

Christian leaders opposed to 
Syria's powerful influence in 
Lebanon blasted the United 
States, which they have long 
regarded as their protector. 

Some accused envoy Richard 
Murphy of indirect threats dur- 
ing talks yesterday when he 
brought word of the deal to back 
parliamentary deputy Mikhael 
Da her to succeed President 
Amin Gemayal. 

A senior Christian govern- 
ment official quoted Murphy as 
telling Christian leaders: “If you 
don't support the election of 
Daher then we will leave you to 
deal with the Syrians alone. We 
will consider this position direc- 
ted against us." 

One of the other presidential 
candidates. National Liberal 
Party chief Dany Chamoun, told 
reporters: “We reject a President 
imposed by anyone, especially 
when the nomination is coupled 
with indirect threats by a 
representative of a big power 
seen by the world as a country of 
freedom and democracy." 

Exchanges 

With political tension high, 
security sources today reported 
rocket and machinegun exchan- 
ges between rival Christian and 
Muslim militiamen across 
Beirut’s Green Line battlefronL 

They said the battles, the first 
across the Green Line for two 
years, rocked the Nijmeh area 
where the old Parliament House 
is located and where Lebanon's 
76 deputies are due to elect the 
President on Thursday. 

Gemayel’s six-year term ends 
on Friday. 

Talks between Syria and the 
United States on choosing a new 
President, whomust bea Maron- 
ite Christian, were deadlocked 
last month when Damascus 
backed former President 

Suleiman Franjieh, bated by 
many of his fellow Christians. 

Sources said Christian 
politicians opposed to Daher 
were urging a repeat of the 
boycott of Parliament they 
staged on Aug 1 8 lo thwart the 
election of Franjieh. 

Political sources said Murphy 
worked out a deal with Syria in 
five days of talks last week to 
back Daher, a 60-year-old 
lawyer from north Lebanon, in 
the election. 

Syria commands wide 
influence in Lebanon where it 
has some 25.000 troops, a

Iran lost 126,240 combatants in war 


NICOSIA, Sept 19, (Agencies): 
Iran said yesterday that it lost 
126,240 military men and 1 1,000 
civilians killed in the eight-year- 
old war with Iraq, the first lime 
Tehran has announced any 
casually figures. 

Islamic Guidance and Culture 
Minister Mohammad Khatami 
said in an interview with Tehran 
Radio, that another 60,71 1 men 
were listed as missing in action. 

But he said Iran believed that 
many of those are prisoners of 
war in Iraq. 

The death toll cited by 
Khatami was well below 


estimates of 300,000 Iranians 
killed that Western military 
analysts said were considered to 
be conservative. 

Iraqi officials have claimed 
more than 800,000 Iranians were 
killed. 

Wounded 

Khatami gave no figures for 
Iran's wounded. But Western 
analysts had estimated them 
earlier this year at 600.000- 
700,000. 

US and other Western 
analysts have estimated Iraqi los- 
ses at 120.000 killed and 300,000 
wounded in the conflict, the lon- 


gest conventional war this cen- 
tury. 

Iran held a 3-1 manpower edge 
over its foe, but for much of the 
war the Iraqis fought from 
heavily fortified defence lines 
that helped minimise their 
casualties. 

Khatami, who is also a deputy 
commander at military 
headquarters, said the Iran's 
Islamic Revolutionary Guards 
Corps suffered the worst casual- 
ties. 79,664 killed. 

The Guards bore the brunt of

Israel launches its first space satellite 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Sept 19, (Reuter): Israel joined 
the elite club of space powers 
today when it launched^ an 
experimental communications 
satellite, Horizon-I, into orbit. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir hailed the launch as a 
giant technological step, saying: 
“It makes Israel a partner in the 
upper echelon of the modem 
technological world." 

He said the launch had no con- 
nection with the Middle East 
arms race and government 
officials dismissed foreign 
reports that Israel was about lo 
launch a military spy satellite. 

Rocket 

The head of the Israel Space 
Agency, Professor Yuval 
Neeman, said a rocket, launched 
at ! 1:32 am (0932 GMT), placed 
the satellite into low-earth orbit, 
where it would send back data 
for about a month before burn- 
ing out. 


He compared the Israeli space 
shot to the Soviet Union's 1957 
Sputnik satellite which began the 
U S- Soviet space race. 

“1 cannot go into the details 
but it was very clean work," he 
said. 

The launch makes Israel the 
only space power in the Middle 
East. Diplomats said the 
achievement was bound to 
enhance the Jewish state's 
military capabilities in the face of 
Arab hostility. 

Potential 

The world’s other known 
space powers are the United 
States, the Soviet Union, China, 
France, Britain, Japan and 
India. Brazil is believed to be 
working on a space programme. 

Neeman said Israel would 
decide in due course whether to 
launch military reconnaissance 
satellites. 

He told Israel Radio: “There is 
defence potential in all of this 


action, but that is for the defence 
establishment to decide. Now the 
importance of the satellite is 
technological." 

A spokesman for London’s 
Jane's Defence Weekly said the 
satellite was believed to be 
“carrying a three-kilogramme 
(6.6 pound) payload for 
surveillance purposes." 

Tony Banks, a chief reporter 
for Jane's who is known to have 
close links to Israeli military 
sources, said Israel was not 
thought to have the capability lo 
install its own sophisticated 
surveillance equipment in a 
satellite. 

Height 

“US optical equipment is 
assumed to have been used in the 
payload," Banks said in London. 

Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres tried to play down the 
military aspect, saying: "This is 
nota weapon. This is notan arms 
race. This is technology.'* 


Neeman, a nuclear physicist 
who is also head of the far-right 
Tehiya Party, said the Israeli 
satellite would reach a maximum 
height of 1,000 km (620 miles) 
and would come closest to earth 
at 250 km ( 1 55 miles 1. 

“It will revolve around the 
earth in about an hour and a 
half." Neeman said. 

In the next three to four weeks, 
Israeli scientists would commun- 
icate with the satellite, lest its 
receipt of solar energy and study 
the earth's magnetic field, he 
said. 

The silver craft was set aloft 
over the sea south of Tel Aviv, 
where witnesses saw it arch and 
watched as booster rockets dis- 
engaged and fell. 

“It was astonishing,” an 
unidentified witness said on 
Israel Radio. “We saw a trail of 
smoke and an enormous flash of 
light and a blast ... at some stage, 
something separated from it."

At least three people died in nor- 
thwestern Pakistan today in a 
gunbattle which erupted" after 
reports that a male teacher had 
sexually molested a schoolboy, a 
local official said. 

Tribesmen angered by the 
reports attacked government 
buildings in Jamrud at the foot of 
the Khyber Pass and freed 
prisoners from a jail. District 
Commissioner Ejaz Rahim told 
reporters. 

A gunbattle with security for- 
ces followed in which a student, 
an escaping prisoner and a pas- 
serby were killed and four people 
injured, Rahim said. 

The teacher had fled, local 
government sources said. 

Jamrud is in one of the largely 
self-governing tribal areas along 
the Afghan border.

Opposed 

The Christian sources said 
Gemayel, himself opposed to 
Daher, was now determined to 
set up a Christian-led tran- 
sitional government which 
would also assume presidential 
duties until rival factions agreed 
on a compromise candidate. 

This has raised fears of effec- 
tive partition with Christians and 
Muslims backing separate 
governments. 

One political source said: “If a 
President is not elected then 
Lebanon faces partition because 
the Muslims will only ackn- 
owledge the present cabinet 
headed by Hoss to confront the 
one formed by Gemayel 

Lebanon's top Christian 
derics also met today and issued 
a statement saying deputies 
should not be pressured to vote in 
any particular way.

Americans favour 
US help to curb world 
population growth

WASHINGTON, Sepi 19, 
(UPI): Most Americans want the 
United States to help curb rapid 
population growth by funding 
birth control programmes in 
developing countries, a Harris 
Poll showed yesterday. 

In Fact, the survey by Louis 
Harris and Associates found 
widespread fear in the United 
States that the world's popula- 
tion is growing at a pace that 
threatens their jobs, security and 
the global environment 

Sixty per cent of the 1,250 
adults questioned in the nation- 
wide telephone survey in May 
said the United States should 
give family planning aid to 
developing countries, even where 
abortion is legal. 

"The message is clear", said 
Faye Wattleton, president of the 
Planned Parenthood Federation 
of America, which commis- 
sioned the poll along with the 
Population Crisis Committee. 

Message 

H Americans care deeply about 
stemming the negative effects of 
unintended pregnancy, unwan- 
ted birth, and rapid population 
growth — here and in the world's 
poorest nations. Our political 
leaders must heed this message 
and enact public policies with the 
view of the American public," 
she said.

The poll said Americans 
expect other negative results 
from continued population 
growth in poor countries. For 
example: 

• 91 per cent said food shor- 
tages and famines will get worse, 
and that more countries will rely 
on famine relief in the future. 

• between 86 per cent and 89 
per cent said there will be more 
illegal immigrants to America, 
that there will be more inter- 
national crises, and that the 
world environment will get 
worse. 

• 69 per cent said there will be 
more US jobs going overseas 
because millions of poor people 
in Asia and Africa are willing to 
work at low wages. 

The poll found most 
Americans reasonably well 
informed about key population 
trends. Seventy -six per cent 
correctly answered that the US 
population is growing but 14 per 
cent said it is stable and nine per 
cent think it is shrinking. Thirty- 
five per cent knew that the 
world's population numbers bet- 
ween five billion and six billion. 

Aware 

But only 50 per cent of all 
adults said that more than half of 
all population growth is in the 
developing countries of Asia. 
Africa and Latin America. The 
poll noted that current estimates 
are that more than 90 per cent of 
the growth is in these countries. 

"The survey results are simple 
and straightforward." the report 
said.

Government’s departure will not solve the problems: premier 

Polish cabinet resigns 


WARSAW. Sept 19. (UPI): 
Prime Minister Zbigniew Mess- 
ner today submitted the resigna- 
tion of die Polish government, 
but warned it will not solve the 
nation's serious economic 
problems. 

It was the first time since the 
communist takeover of Poland 
in 1944 that the government has 
resigned in mid-term. 

The Polish leader. Gen. Woj- 
ciech Jaruzelski remains as 
President of the council of slate, 
the collective stale presidency, as 
well as head of the Communist 
Party. 

In an emotional address to the 
Sejm, or parliament, Messner 
said he made progress in moder- 
nising the economy since taking 
office on Nov 6, 1985. But he 
admitted he failed to decrease 
"the devastating force of infla- 
tion." which is running at 60 per 
cent this year. 

"Being guided by the interest 
of the state. I submit the resigna- 
tion of the council of ministers 
( the cabinet)," he said. 

But he warned, "the problems 
will not be solved with the over- 
throwing of the government." 
Walesa 

During the debate that foll- 
owed. a Catholic deputy, Rys- 
zard Bender, urged Jaruzelski — 
who as a Sejm member was sit- 
ting in the chamber — to meet 
with Solidarity leader Lech 
Walesa. It was the first time 



Messner 

Walesa's name had been brought 
up in the Sejm since martial law. 

"Poland will gain a lot now 
and in the future if you, Mr. 
General, together with ihe first 
Nobel peace prize laureate in the 
history of Poland, will jointly co- 
operate in the most vital 
problems of Poland." Bender 
said. 

Jaruzelski sat stone-faced dur- 
ing Bender's speech. 

In Gdansk, Walesa said he was 
ready for talks with Jaruzelski 


"for the good of Poland,” but he 
did not believe Messner’s resig- 
nation would change anything 
because the government must 
undergo structural changes. 

Walesa has had three sets of 
talks with Interior Minister 
Czeslaw Kiszczak and Solidarity 
has agreed to participate in 
roundtable talks with the gover- 
nment beginning next month on 
how to restructure the Polish 
economic and political systems. 

Poland is staggering under a 
nearly $40 billion debt to the 
West, a shortage of consumer 
goods, inefficient, centrally con- 
trolled industry, and a sullen 
population that refuses to go 
along with the sacrifices required 
by the latest government eco- 
nomic reform programme, 
which was announced in October 
1987. 

The government is also under 
pressure from wi thin and from 
the West to re-legalise Solidarity, 
which was banned after mar tial 
law. 

The prime minister has been 
under strain for several months 
because of the government's 
failure to implement its eco- 
n omic rest ructu ring programme. 

The government came under 
fierce attack last month by the 
policy-making Communist 
Party central committee, which 
holds the real power in Poland, 
for its failure to implement sig- 


nificant reforms. And last week 
the official, communist-run 
trade unions, representing nearly 
half the Polish workforce, called 

on the government to resign. 

The 460-member Sejm, which 
meets less than once a month, 
normally acts as a rubber stamp 
for the policies of the ruling 
Communist Party. It has 245 
party members, 106 from the 
Peasant Party and 35 from the 
Democratic Party — both allied 
with the communists — and 74 
independent members, including 
Catholic representatives. 

If the Sejm accepts the resigna- 
tion as expected, it will appoint a 
new premier and order him to 
present proposals concerning the 
composition of the council of 
ministers — but not neoessarily 
at the current session. The next 
Sejm session is unofficially 
scheduled on Sept 29, a 
parliamentary source said. 

Until the new cabinet is 
appointed, the old cabinet would 
continue to operate, according to 
the Sqm press office and reports 
by the official news agency PAP. 

Strikes 

Messner said the recent 20-day 
wave of strikes that ended on 
Sept 3, and Jed to the WaJesa- 
government talks, resulted in a 
deterioration of the economic 
situation. He listed losses of 50 
billion zloties ($1 1 1 million) and 
hard currency losses of up to one 
hundred million dollars.

Jackson replaces Cosby as highest-paid entertainer 


NEW YORK, Sept 19, (UPI): 
Pop singer Michael Jackson, 
who will make about $97 million 
during 1987 and 1988, has 
replaced comedian Bill Cosby as 
the world’s highest-paid enter- 
tainer. Forbes magazine reports 
in its Oct 3 issue. 

Jackson, who was ranked 
ninth last year on the Forbes list, 
should earn about $60 million in 
1988 from his worldwide tour, 
recording and publishing efforts. 
Forbes said, adding that the 30- 
year-old singer earned $37 


million in 1987. 

Cosby falls to the No. 2spot on 
the Forbes list of 40 best-paid, 
celebrities with an estimated 
income of $92 million for 1987 
and 1988. 

Forbes compiled its list by 
using the income of performers 
over the past two years to over- 
come the year-to-year volatility 
of a performer’s income, a 
magazine spokesman said. 

The minimum two-year 
income needed toqualify was$I6 
million. 


Director Steven Spielberg 
moved up to the No. 3 position 
on the list with estimated earn- 
ings of $64 million for the two- 
year period. Spielberg was ran- 
ked sixth last year. 

Actor Sylvester Stallone drop- 
ped from No. 2 to No. 4 on this 
year's list, while Eddie Murphy 
held on to the No. 5 position for 
the second consecutive year. 
Stallone and Murphy should 
make $63 million and $62 million 
respectively for the two-year 
period. 


No. 6 was cartoonist Charles 
Schulz, $62 million, and No. 7 
was anger Bruce Springsteen. 
$61 million. 

Heavyweight champion Mike 
Tyson leaped from No. 35 last 
year to clinch the No. 8 spot on 
this year's list with an estimated 
income of $55 million. Tyson's 
climb in the rankings was the 
biggest on the list. 

Also on the top 1 0 were perfor- 
mer Madonna, $46 million, and 
actor Arnold Schwarzenegger.

MONTERREY, Mexico, Sept 
19. (AP): Mexican Miguel de La 
Madrid surveyed hurricane Gil- 
bert's carnage in this northern 
industrial city and said that Mex- 
ico has "a lot to lament." 

The o/TiciaJ Mexico death toll 
rose to 1 22 yesterday. 90 of those 
due to drownings in and around 
Monterrey, the capital of Nuevo 
Leon state, due to flash floods. 
Officials said they feared the 
flooding death toll would rise to 
200 . 

Thirty-one people died when 
thehurricanesfammed into Mex- 
ico's Yucatan peninsula on Wed- 
nesday with winds of up to 200 
miles per hour (320 kilometres 
per hour), and one woman drow- 
ned yesterday in flood waters in 
the coastal state of Tama uli pas.

STOCKHOLM. Sept 19, (AP): 
The Social Democratic Party, 
presiding over a prospering 
economy, fought off a challenge 
from the environmentalist 
Greens and retained its hold on a 
minority government in 
parliamentary elections. 

Nearly complete returns today 
gave the’ Greens a place in the 
349-member Riksdagforthe first 
time, but the party failed to gain 
enough seats to be a legislative 
power broker. 

Pre-election predictions said 
the Greens, officially called the 
Environment Party, would hold 
the balance of power between the 
left and the centre-right blocs, 
giving the novice politicians 
unusual leverage. 

Suffered 

The Greens, which became the 
first outside party to enter 
parliament in 70 years, drew 
most of their support from the 
three non-socialist opposition 
parties, which suffered their 
worst combined defeat since 
World Warll. 

“We have ridden out the storm 
and stood steady in the wi nd, and 
we have won," a smiling Prime 
Minister Ingvar Carisson said of 
yesterday’s balloting. 

Carisson, who took office 
afler the 1986 assassination of 
Olof Palme, admitted he had 
been "a bit nervous" leading his 
party in an election for the first 
time. 

Carl Bildt, leader of the con- 
servative Moderate Party, 
claimed the outcome showed 
hope for the opposition and the 
beginning of a decline for the 
ruling party, which lost support 
in large cities “where political 
altitudes change faster.” 

Results based on returns from 
all but a few mail ballots gave the 
Social Democrats 43.7 per cent 
of the vote for a projected 156 
seals, a loss of three seats. 

The Communist Party took 
5.9percent towin21 seats, a gain 
of two. Though there is no for- 
mal agreement, the co mm unists 
tacitly support the Social 
Democrats and guarantee their 
ability to govern. 

Pre-election polls had predic- 
ted Lhe communists might fail to 
muster the four per cent mini- 
mum for a seat in the unicameral 


chamber. Many Social 
Democrats were believed to 
have voted for the Allied Party to 
ensure its survival, resulting in 
what party leader Lars Werner 
called its best election in 40 years. 

The three centre-right opposi- 
tion parties lost a total of 19 of 
the 1 7 1 seats they won in the 1 985 
election. The Greens won 20 
seats. 

The entry of the Greens will 
have little impact on the work- 
ings of the Riksdag, but could 
prove to be disruptive in. the. 
future, some political commen- 
tators said. 

"In the next election, it will be 
a lot more difficult to put forth a 
credible political alternative to 
the Social Democrats," said the 
independent Dagens NyheteT 
daily. “The balance that existed 
between two roughly equally 
large blocs has been distorted in a 
serious way." 

Voter turnout was 86.4 per 
cent, the lowest in 28 years and an 
apparent reflection of an election 
campaign that struggled to focus 
on issues and arouse public enth- 
usiasm. 

Swedish television, broadcast- 
ing the official results, said about 
two per cent of voters cast blank 
ballots or voted for one of about 
1 00 fringe parties as a protest. 

According to pre-election 
surveys, about 10 per cent of the 
voters made up their minds in the 
last few days. 

Mishaps 

The Social Democrats had 
been shaken by a series of mis- 
haps earlier this year, including a 
politically risky attempt to spon- 
sor a private investigation into 
Palme's unsolved murder. The 
popular Justice Minister, Anna- 
Greta Leijon, was forced to 
resign in June for overstepping 
her authority in the affair. 

Carisson admitted the 
irregular probe and reports of 
illegal arms sales by Swedish 
companies had hurt the ruling 
party. 

Carisson focused the final 
weeks of the campaign on the 
management of the economy at a 
time when business profits and 
wages were high, unemployment 
was reduced to 1.7 per cent and 
public spending was brought 
into line. 


Haitians 
celebrate 
coup 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Sept 19. 
(Reuter): Lieutenant-General 
Prosper Avril set out to form a 
new Haitian government today 
after toppling General Henri 
Namphy in an Army coup which 
led to dancing in the streets. 

People turned the capital into 
a carnival city yesterday to 
celebrate the weekend coup, but 
sporadic shooting was heard 
around Pon-au-Prince and at 
least five people were killed as 
vengeful mobs roamed the 
streets seeking Namphy suppor- 
ters. 

A day after Avril proclaimed 
himself President on national 
television, he had yet to 
announce the members of his 
cabinet. Local political observers 
said in-fighting was likely in the 
military over the make-up of the 
new government. 

Rebelled 

Avril took power early yester- 
day after middle-level officers 
rebelled against Namphy, who 
had seized office only three mon- 
ths before by ousting civilian 
President Leslie Manigat. Avril, 
a close adviser to Namphy, had 
assisted him in the June coup. 

Namphy fled yesterday to the 
Dominican Republic where he 
received political asylum. He was 
accompanied by Frank Re main , 
mayor of Port-au-Prince and an 
ally of ousted dictator Jean- 
Claude "Baby Doc” Duvalier, 
who left the country in February 
1986. 

Namphy refused to speak to 
reporters. A manager at the hotel 
wnere he is staying with his wife 
and daughter said the ousted 
leader had told him he would not 
make any public remarks — “not 
today, not tomorrow, not ever." 

Three of those killed yesterday 
were men attacked by an angry 
crowd searching for followers of 
Romain, who was widely blamed 
for violence last week in which 
three churches were attacked by 
machete-wielding gangs. In one 
church 1 1 people were killed and 
70 wounded. 

Ransacked 

Many Haitians said they 
believed the attackers were led by 
members of the Tonton 
Macoutes, the dreaded militia 
founded by former dictator 
Francois "Papa Doc” Duvalier, 
under orders from Romain. 
t Crowds ransacked the homes 
of Namphy and Romain and the 
new go vernm ent issued a plea for 
Haitians to retrain Tronf rep-‘ 
risals. "In these difficult 
moments, the government asks 
the population to maintain order 
and not to ransack properties,* 
said a communique read over 
television and radio. 
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Car explodes 

JOHANNESBURG, Sept 19, 
( AP): A stolen car loaded with 
limpet mines exploded today in a 
garage underneath an apartment 
Building, injuring and damaging 
more than 30 cars, police said. 

Police said the pre-dawn blast 
was one of the most powerful of 
more than 40 bombings in South 
Africa this year. 

Most of the previous bomb- 
ings have been blamed by auth- 
orities on Lhe outlawed African 
National Congress guerrilla 
movement. The ANC ackn- 
owledges waging a bombing and 
sabotage campaign aimed at 
undermining the government, 
but it generally does not com- 
ment on individual blasts. 


18 Armenians 
hurt as 
Azerbaijanis 
fire on bus 

MOSCOW, Sept 19, (Reuter): 
Eighteen Armenian students 
were wounded when Azer- 
baijanis opened fire on a bus 
travelling in the disputed Soviet 
region of Nagorno-Karabakh 
yesterday, a spokeswoman for 
the region's governing council 
said today. 

She said troops had sealed ofT 
Stepanakert, the capital of 
Nagorno-Karabakh, and the 
city remained completely shut 
down by a protest strike which 
began one week ago. 

"The city is extremely tense," 
the spokeswoman told Reuters 
by telephone from Stepanakert. 

She said doctors had been 
flown in from Yerevan, the 
Armenian capital, to treat four 
students seriously injured in the 
attack in Khodzhaiu. a town 
mainly populated by ethnic 
Azerbaijanis, which is located 
near Stepanakert. 

The students had been travell- 
ing from Yerevan to Stepanakert 
to work as a construction brigade 
when Azerbaijanis surrounded 
their bus and began pelting it 
with stones. 

Damaged 

"Windows were smashed, the 
bus was damaged, -and then they 
opened fire.” the spokewoman 
said. She said the bus driver 
escaped uninjured and was able 
to drive on to Stepanakert, but a 
number of students were first 
beaten up by the assailants. 

A spokesman for the official 
Annenpress news agency in 
Yerevan confirmed that the 
incident occurred, but said 17 — 
not 18 — students were injured 
according to reports reaching 
Armenia. 

Later last night a group of 
Azerbaijanis opened fire on 
Armenians in Stepanakert, itself, 
injuring several of them, the 
spokeswoman said. But she said 
she did not know exactly how 
many were hurt.

Asked if arrests of Palestin- 
ians. often on suspicion of incit- 
ing rioting, would continue if he 
is elected prime minister, Peres 
said: “You must understand. We 
don't want to see a Palestinian 
person suffering because he’s a 


Palestinian. 

“We don't want a Palestinian 
leader arrested because he has 
one view or another,” Peres said. 
“We must make it clear that as a 
government we cannot support 
the use of guns or use of 
violence." 

Peres also defended the policy 
of deporting Palestinians, claim- 
ing they were expelled only 
because of involvement in “acts 
of violence” and not their views. 

Jailed 

Asked why Israel deported 
even moderate Palestinians, the 
Labour Party leader said: “We 
don’t expel anybody because he 
is moderate or because he is not 
moderate. We expel only the 
ones who are engaged in acts of 
terror." 

He claimed there were many 
ranking Palestinians who held 
“rather extreme views" against 
Israel but remained unmolested 
by the state because they com- 
mitted no “terrorist acts."

Stewart was naked from 
tire waist down and his wife, who 
is not disabled, was dad only in 
panties and a bra. 

Police said both were charged 
with offensive behaviour in 
public but were later released on

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Flood victims 
returning home 

DHAKA. Sept 19, (AP): 

Thousands of people have star- 
ted reluming to the remnants of 
their homes as the flood waters 
that devastated the country and 
affected 40 million people con- 
tinued to recede, government 
officials said Loday. 

“It is difficult to estimate the 
□umber of returnees at this 
stage." said a Relief Ministry 
offidals, who requested anon- 
ymity. 

Hundreds of flood victims, 
mainly in the northern districts, 
have left Lhe relief centres and 
high dikes where they sought 
food and safety, he said. 

Many victims lack money to 
rebuild their ruined houses, the 
independent Bengali-language 
daily newspaper Sang bad repor- 
ted today. More than 168,000 
people hit by floods in the Pabna 
district, 120 kms (75 miles) nor- 
thwest of Dhaka, returned to 
their homes last week, it said. 

However, many refugees were 
still arriving in Dhaka, searching 
for food, shelter and jobs in the 
capital. 

Over the weekend, at least 
2,000 refugees arrived at 
Dhaka's Central Kamalapur rail 
station, station officials said. 

"The floods, like a demon, 
have taken everything — my 
house and crops," said Nur Aii, a 
fanner who came to Dhaka with 
his wife and two leen-age daugh- 
ters Saturday. They are living at 
the railroad station. 


Tamil rebels seek 
permanent ceasefire 


COLOMBO, Sept 19. (Reuter): 
Indian officials have urged 
Tamils in Sri Lanka's north and 
east to persuade separatist 
guerrillas to accept a peace pact 
and join the democratic process. 

An Indian high commission 
official reacted cautiously to a 
call by the rebels and Tamil 
residents for an extension of a 
temporary ceasefire. 

The dominant rebel group, the 
Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam, yesterday called on India 
to effect a permanent ceasefire 
and start talks. 

A ceasefire declared last Thur- 
sday by Indian troops on Lhe 
island will end tomorrow. 

The high commission spokes- 
woman said there had been no 
response from the Tigers to 
India's request that they hand 
over their weapons during the 
ceasefire. 

“But the militants have not 
violated the ceasefire," she said. 
“There have been no incidents."

She said she could not com- 
ment on the rebel call for a per- 
manent ceasefire and talks. "Any 
decision will be taken by New 
Delhi,” she said. 

About 50,000 Indian soldiers 
are in Sri- Lanka to enforce an 
agreement, signed last year by 
President Junius Jayewardene 
and Indian Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi, aimed at ending Lhe five- 


year-old Tamil secessionist 
revolt. 

The spokeswoman said the 
request by Tamil civilians for an 
extension of the temporary 
ceasefire had been passed to New 
Delhi. 

She said their request was 
made when the High Commis- 
sioner Jyotindra Nath Dixit 
visited Jaffna and Vavuniya at 
the weekend to assess conditions 
in the northern towns. 

Dixit explained the benefit to 
Tamils of the peace accord and 
urged them to persuade militants 
to accept it. she said. 

Military officials met leading 
citizens in Lhe east.

“We want your help to reach 
those who remain obdurate," 
Major General A.K. Mehta, the 
Indian commander in Baticaloa 
district, told a citizens' meeting. 

"The ceasefire can beexiended 
if there is proof that everybody 
wants such a climate to remain," 
he said, without elaborating.

focus of research project

THE Kuwait-based Arab Fuad 
for Economic and Social 
Development (AFESD) yester- 
day launched a research project 
to examine the viability of fink. 
in§ the power grids of the 12 
Asian Arab states with Egypt's 
power network. 

If implemented, the project 
will result in a multi-billion 
dollar unified Arab power grid 
which scientists believe will 
reduce the investment and 


operational electricity produc- 
tion costs in individual countries. 

The agreement was signed by 
AFESD Board Chairman Dr 
Abdul Latif A1 Hamad, Dr 
Ahmed AJ Jassar of the Kuwait 
Institute for Scientific Research 
(KISR) and Dr Abdulla Dab- 
bagh of King Fahd College of 
Petroleum and Minerals. 


The study, financed by the 
AFESD, wjfrhe carried out by 
scientists from KISR and the 
King Fahd College in Saudi 
Arabia. It will take 30 months to 
complete. 

Representatives from the 
countries concerned which 
include the GCC states, 
Lebanon, Syria, Iraq. Jordan 
and (he two Yemens, as well as 
Egypt met yesterday in Kuwait 
to oiscuss economic and tech- 
nical aspects of the project. 

Secure 

AI Hamad opened the session 
saying the project contributes to 
the joml Arab effort to develop 
dectricity in the Arab world. 
AFESD got interested in the 
issue at the 1982 Arab Energy 
Conference, be said. 

Al Jassar also addressed the 
opening session of the two-day 
meeting. He expressed con- 
fidence in the feasibility of the 


project and its economic 
viability. The project will reduce 
the costs of expansion, he said. 

Egypt, given its central 
geographical location in the 
Arab world, can act as a link 
beLween its eastern and western 
parts. 


The project will be greatly 
facilitated by the existing studies 
on the GCC common power 
grid, on the network unification 
between the two Yemens. and 
between Jordan and Egypt, said 
Dr Mervat Badawi of the 
AFESD. These studies were also 
financed by the AFESD. 

The GCC governments 
approved the common grid 
project estimated to cost $2 
billion. The Yemen project is 
expected to cost $70 million 
'while the Jordan- Egypt common 
grid will cost between $170

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
l API: An Israeli reserve soldier, 
writing in his diary, sharply criti- 
cised the Army’s occupation of 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip, 
saying i roops were taught to beat 
Arabs with "dry blows" causing 
pain but drawing no blood. 

Another Israeli wrote in a 
separate account that his reserve 
duty in the Gaza Strip's Jabaliya 
refugee camp convinced him that- 
despite occasional abbera Lions, 
soldiers were "restrained and 
noble men." 

The conflicting accounts 
mirror the broad differences in 
how Israelis view the Army’s role 
in trying to quell u 9-month-oId 
Palestinian uprising in the 
territories captured by Israel in 
the 1967 Middle East war. 

Since the uprising began Dec 
8 . 266 Palestinians and six 
Israelis have died. Israel’s use of 
troops has resulted in accusa- 
tions of brutality from abroad, 
but the Jewish state says no 
unnecessary force is being used. 

“The Israeli Army remains 
one of the most decent in the 
world." one of the soldiers. 

' American- born free-lance writer 
Louis Rapoport. wrote in the 
daily Jerusalem Post of his 30 
days patrolling the crowded 
camp of 70.000 refugees fast 
June. 

Callousness 

But the other soldier. British- 
born educator Jonathan Kesten- 
baum. described a “tremendous 
callousness" among many of the 
soldiers he served with in the 
West Bank village of Qabatiyeh 
in August. 

“Among the soldiers, there is a 
depressi ng rou tine of al most wild 
abandon," Kestenbaum wrote in 
his diary. “Everybody here 
makes up their own rules." 

Kestenbaum described an 
encounter with an Israeli guard 
at a detention centre in Jenin, 
north or Jerusalem in excerpts of 
his diary, which also appeared in 
the Jerusalem Post. 

“How many dogs have you 
brought?" Kestenbaum quoted 
the guard as asking him when he 
arrived with a group of teenage 
detainees. 

Said Kestenbaum in his diary: 
“Once the man opposite you is a 
dog . anything goes." 

In another excerpt Kesten- 
baum said he and others in his 
unit were given three days of 
special training. “The three days 


were an attempt to teach us, 
among other things, how to 
administer ’dry blows,’ " he 
wrote. What are dry blows — 
blows that don’t draw blood.” 

A month after the uprising 
began. Defence Minister Yitz- 
hak Rabin ordered troof» to use 
“force, power and blows" to put 
down the demonstrations. 


Rapoport conceded troops 
ire sometimes responsible for 


were sometimes responsible for 
“accidents or misjudgments,” 
including a case where an Israeli 
soldier made a firebomb and 
intended to hurl it at Arab 
demonstrators. His officers con- 
fiscated the weapon. 

But. he wrote, many soldiers 
were frustrated by the fact that 
the Palestinians were winning a 
propaganda war by sending boys 
as young as 9 years old to the 
front lines of stone-throwing 

iots to take on armed troops. 

“The scores of men in the 
reserve company I served with ... 
are portrayed int he world media 
as part of a Goliath machine ver- 
sus little David with his puny 
stones.” Rapoport wrote. 

Addressing the same issue, 
Kestenbaum wrote of the death 
of a 15-year-old Palestinian, 
killed by a member of his unit: 
“Why are we using live bullets on 
teenagers ibrowing stones?” 
Chasing 

Kestenbaum described chas- 
ing a 9-year-old boy who broke a 
30-day curfew to try to retrieve 
bread from a gutter and round- 
ing up a group of elderly Palestin- 
ians who sneaked to the Helds at 
night to pick a bucket of 
tomatoes rotting in the fields. 

“Our jeep springs into action, 
chasing this family as if the very 
future of our country depended 
on it. We comer them,” Kesten- 


baum wrote. “At which point the 
old woman, 90 years old, falls to 


her knees, kisses my hand and 
begs me not to (detain) hen “We 
really needed tomatoes,” she 
says. 

“These are vulgar, unneces- 
sary situations, which humiliate 
them and degrade us,” Kesten- 
baum added. 

Both Kestenbaum and 
Rapoport described the shooting 
deaths of Palestinians during 
their tours, but had markedly 
different reactions to the killings. 

“I doubt whether any other 
Army in the world ... would act 
with more restraint,” Rapoport 
said, adding that he considered 
the Arab fatalities in the uprising 
to be “remarkably low, given the 
scale of the revolt.” 


Fighting in Afghanistan 


Soviets adopted a 
scorched earth policy

JAGI DISTRICT. Afghanistan: 
The farms al the base of the 
snow-capped Safed Koh Range 
in eastern Afghanistan's Paktia 
Province have been abandoned 
since the early days of the 1979 
Soviet occupation. 

Most of the villages were tur- 
ned to rubble from repeated 
aerial and artillery bombard- 
ments in what most analysts say 
was a deliberate Soviet policy to 
destroy the agricultural base in 
resistance-held areas. 


The terraced fields, their walls 
crumbling from lack, of mainten- 
ance, ere thickly overgrown with 
weeds. The irrigation canals are 
little more than shallow depres- 
sions in (he grounds. The only 
animals to be seen are the goats 
and camels of a group of passing 
nomads. The livestock graze at 
risk because of the thousands of 
mines planted by the communist 
security forces. 


The story is similar through- 
out Afghanistan. A Peshawar- 
based relief agency released a 
report which claims to be the 
“most comprehensive survey of 
agriculture in Afghanistan ever 
conducted in peace or war.” The 
survey, which was long awaited 
by the international aid com- 
munity. is considered critical for 
the reconstruction of Afghanis- 
tan. 

Production 

According to the survey, farm 

production has fallen drastically 
to between 45 per cent and 50 per 
cenl of levels prior lo the Soviet 
invasion. “Our report shows a 
consistent decline in all regions." 
said Azam Gul. the American- 
educated director of the agricul- 
tural survey and former chair- 
man of the Department of 
Agronomy at Kabul University. 


The survey also indicates that 
crop yields have declined by 25 to 
30 per cent, due to difficulties in 
obtaining fertilizers and- new 
seed varieties. The report also 
notes an acute shortage of oxen 
needed to till the soil. 

The report concludes that 
present agricultural production 
in Afghanistan is insufficient to 
support the existing population, 
let alone over 5.5 million return- 
ing refugees. Professor Gul 
estimated Lhat it could take two 
or three years to rebuild the 
infrastructure to produce 
enough food, but that much 
would depend on the security 
situation. 

“Security is the main problem. 
It will be difficult to cany on 
reconstruction if there is still 
fighting.” he said. He also 
observed that Afghans would 
have to contend with between 3 
million and 5 million mines dis- 
persed in thecounlryside. 

The survey was conducted 
over a 1 2-month period in resis- 
tance-held areas and 49 Pakis- 
tani refugee camps. It was based 
on interviews with 20,000 
families in 1.300 rural commun- 
ities. 

Risks 

According to Gul. the survey 
did not include areas controlled 
by the government because of the 
risks involved. The 68 resear- 
chers who infiltrated Afghanis- 
tan faced enormous risks when 
working inside. Even in 
peacetime, they would have to 
travel by foot and by horse across 
mountainous and desert terrain 
in many areas, but the war made 
it exceptionally hazardous. 

“One (researcher) was shot. 
Another got caught by the Kabul 
government and lsslill in jail, and 
12 got ambushed,” Gul said.

Bush is not popular among women voters

WASHINGTON: As far as we 
tan tell, men and women never 
voted very differently in any 
presidential election prior to 
1980. When there was a trace of 
difference, women were often a 
bit more Republican. For exam- 
ple. in both 1 952 and '56. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower bettered his 
overall showing by about three 
percentage points among women 
but did three points less well 
among men, according to 
Gallup’s post-election surveys. 

In the 1 980 campaign, 
however, polls regularly began 
showing a substantial gender 
gap. with women voting much 
more Democratic. A Gallup trial 
heat in May pairing Jimmy Car- 
ter and Ronald Reagan, for 
example, put the two candidates 
even among men (Carter up by 
one point) but Carter well ahead 


among women (up 18 points) — 
a gender gap of 1 7 points.

Its precise size varied from 
poll, but a gap was always 
present, always in thesamedirec- 
tion. And, in fact, women voted 
more Democratic than men in 
1980 and '84. 

Now, as campaign '88 heads 
into its stretch run. the gender 
gap again ranks among group 
differences seen as possibly 
decisive to the outcome. 
Democratic nominee Michael 
Dukakis is stronger among 
women than among men: 
Republican George Bush 
appears much weaker among 


“macho" image and — to critics, 
at least — macho policies as the 
source of persisting men-women 
differences in bis support. If that 
were so, however, the gender gap 
might have been expected to 
close in 1988. Far from being 
faulted for overassertiveness, 
George Bush has been criticised 
as having too “soft” a person- 
ality. 

But the gap hasn't closed. 
Bush has confronted one as large 
as or greater than Reagan faced 
al the same time in 1980. 

Nor is the gender gap confined 
to presidential politics. In the last 
two off-year congressional elec- 
tions, women have given 
Democratic candidates some- 
what bigger margins than men 
have. 

Party identification also 
shows sustained male-female dif- 
ferences. For example, four 
surveys taken between Febniary 
and June 1988 for the Americans 
Talk Security (ATS) project 
found men dividing evenly in 
party loyalties — 32 per cent 
Democratic, 32 per cent 
Republican, and 36 per cent 
independent. Women, though, 
were clearly more Democratic: 
40 pier cent identified themselves 
as Democrats, just 29 per cent as

isanship may be due simply to 
personal attributes of recent can- 
didates. Research indicates, 
however, that the bulk ofit stems 
from differences of interest and 
outlook that separate men and 
women.

US is driven into defensive

WASH INGTON, ( Reuter): The 
United States, fighting on two 
fronts, is being overwhelmed by 
superior forces in the war against 
the multi-billion dollar trade in 
illicit drugs. 

On the home front, the govern- 
ment has had scant success in 
diminishing the vast anny — an 
estimated 23 million Americans 
— whose demand for drugs has 
spurred Third World suppliers to 
produce cocaine and heroin for 
the rich US market. 

Abroad, government figures 
indicate, the United Slates has 
won some battles but failed to 
achieve its strategic aim of wip- 
ing out drugs crops, cutting sup- 
ply lines, and crippling the soph- 
isticated criminal empires which 
control the drug trade. 

“We are being outgunned, 
ouimanned, and outspem ... by 
international criminal organisa- 
tions that recognise no boun- 
daries.” said Ann Wrobleski. 
assistant secretary of slate for 
international narcotics matters 
at the State Department. 

Wrobleski’s Bureau of Inter- 
national Narcotics Matters 
(INM) plays a leading role in 
deciding how to deal with coun- 
tries which grow marijuana, coca 
leaf, the raw' material for cocaine, 
and opium poppy, from which 
heroin is made. 

Colombia, Peru and Bolivia 
provide the cocaine used in the 
United States, although other 
Latin American and Caribbean 
countries are involved in drug 
processing and trafficking. Mex- 
ico is the biggest single source of 
heroin. 

Those four main producer 
nations say Washington is asking 
them lo carry an unfair burden in 
the war on drugs. They charge 
that the United States has failed 
to curb domestic demand and is 
insensitive to the plight of hun- 
dreds of thousands of peasants 
whose livelihood depends on 
drug crops. 

in a recent interview with 
Reuters. Wrobleski rejected sug- 


gestions of US financial aid in 
crop substitution and building 
rural infrastructures lo allow 
Latin American peasants to 
grow and market corn or soya 
instead of coca. 

“Why should the US pay com- 
pensation? We compensate 
marijuana growers in California 
for fields thataredestroyed. Why 
should we take a different 
attitude in Bolivia?” 

US policies under the Reagan 
administration have emphasised 
law enforcement, eradication of 
drug fields abroad and intercep- 
tion and seizure of smuggled 
drugs. 

According to a recent White 
House report, the US spent more 
than 7.5 limes as much on enfor- 
cement. eradication and inter- 
ception than on efforts lo reduce 
demand between 1981 and 1988: 
SI 2.5 billion compared with 
SL65 billion. 

For many narcotics experts, 
such figures mean the United 
Slates has been fighting in the 
wrong places, with the wrong 
weapons. 

Prices 

The Drug Enforcement 
Administration IDEA) reports 
that areas under cultivation for 
drug crops in Latin America 
have grown relentlessly. Stable 
or falling US prices for cocaine 
and heroin indicate the flood or 
drugs continues unabated. • 

“One field of coca bushes is 
destroyed somewhere in South 
America, another one is planted 
just as quickly. One drug kingpin 
is arrested and extradited to the 
US. another takes his place," 
said DEA spokesman Robert 
Feldkamp. 

Narcotics officials agree that 
the arrest of Colombian drug 
lord Carlos Leheder, sentenced 
to life imprisonment plus 135 
years in Florida, has not dented 

cocaine shipments. 

Drugs are a key topic in the 
presidential campaign, and a 
new drug bill, yet 10 come to the 
Senate, emphasises discouraging 
drug use. A bill to apply the death 
penalty in certain drug-linked 
murders is also likely to become 


law. 

But narcotics agents are as 
wary of campaign promises as 
they are of election year bills. 
Those in the front line or the war 
tend to view politicians with sus- 
picion. 

“Every election year" grum- 
bled one senior DEA agent, drug 
issues surface from the bottom of 
priorities lo number one. Look at 
the 1986 (congressional) elec- 
tions. They passed a bill that 
promised more money. A year 
later, with everybody safely re- 
elected, they cut $100 million 
from the Coast Guard. 

Patrols 

"That reduced coast guard 
patrols by half. Al the same time, 
money was cut from education 
programmes. Now, the Coast 
Guard is getting an additional 
$60 million. The net cut is still $40 
million.'' 

Campaign statements by Vice- 
President George Bush, the 
Republican Party candidate in 
the Nov 8 elections, suggest lhat 
he favours continuing the 
policies of the Reagan adminis- 
tration. 

Bush’s Democratic rival. Mas- 
sachusetts governor Michael 
Dukakis, is expected to place 
priority on developinga national 
version of a programme in his 
SLate which expanded drug 
education and improved treat- 
ment of addicts. 

Some independent' analysis 
predict that once elected, either 
of the candidates would face 
tremendous pressure to crack 
down on the supply side abroad. 

Ted Carpenter, of the Cato 
Institute, a Washington think 
tank, said politicians could be 
tempted lo turn to methods likely 
to get media attention: “Brow- 
beating other governments, for 
example. Education, in contrast, 
is not visible." 

Two recent opinion polls 
underscore the point: In one 
survey, more Americans named 
drugs the nation’s most urgent 


problem than any other issue. In 
a second poll, four out of five 
favoured using the armed forces 
to stop drug smuggling. 


area of longstanding men- 
women differences — the gap has 
remained substantial, but proba- 
bly no greater than it had been 
over the preceding half century.

Women now lookto government 
more than men do. In a CBS 
News/New York Times survey in 
May, for example, 56 per cent of 
the men respondents opted for 
smaller government, while a 
plurality of women, 46 per cent 
endorsed more services.

ALGIERS, Algeria, (AP): Soar- 
ing 300 feet (100 metres) into the 
air on the heights overlooking 
Algiers is a monument to the 
heroes of the national -liberation 
struggle.

MEXICO CITY, ( UP! ): Forty- 
eight years after Leon Trotsky 
was assassinated in Mexico City, 
his only surviving grandson is 
asking the Soviet Union to clear 
his grandfather’s name. 

Esteban Volkov, now 62. was 
14 and living with Trotsky when 
the leading Soviet theorist and 
founder of the Red Army was 
killed in his study. 

Volkov remembers coming 
home from school on Aug 20, 
1940, to see his grandfather spr- 
awled in a pool of blood, still 
alive after the fatal attack. A 
Stalinist agent had plunged a 
mountaineer's pick axe into the 
back of Trotsky’s head. He died 
the following day. 

Today, in the garden of that 
home, there is a tall rectangular- 
shaped concrete monument 
emblazoned with a huge hammer 
and sickle below Trotsky's name. 
On top, a red banner moves in the 
breeze, and underneath lie Trot- 
sky’s remains. 

The atmosphere of the house, 
now a museum, is at once that of 
a shrine and or a piece of histoiy 
frozen in time. Trotsky's desk, 
littered with books and letters, is 
kept as it was the day he was 
killed.

“I have become accustomed to 
the house,” Volkov said. 
“Obviously when I start to relate 
events and begin to relieve 
various episodes — the assassin- 
ation and so on. these things yes, 
they shake me up.” 

Volkov stayed on in the house 
with Trotsky’s widow Natalya 
until her death, and then with his 

wife and four daughters until 
1970.

The Olympic Games in Seoul will play 
cupid for a pair of star-crossed lovers from 
China and South Korea whose countries 
have no diplomatic relations.

SEOUL, (Reuter): Cupid will 
triumph briefly over politics for 
a pair of star-crossed (overs at 
the Seoul Olympics. 

For leading table tennis 
players Jiao Zhimin of China 
and Ahn Jae-Hyung of South 
Korea, the course of true lore has 
yet to run smooth. 

Jiao, a favourite for the 
women’s singles gold medal, and 
Ahn, a medal candidate for the 
men’s doubles, are a modem, 
sporting Romeo and Juliet. 

They want to marry but their 
countries have no diplomatic 
relations so they are able to 
arrange only the occasional tryst 
at international table tennis 
tournaments. Otherwise, they 
are believed to make do with the 
occasional love letter. 

Their liaison is frowned on by 
their governments and their 
national table tennis federa- 
tions. 

The secretary -general of the 
Chinese National Olympic 
Committee, W'ei Jizhong, said 
the Chinese sporting authorities 
discouraged leading sports 
figures from marrying during 
their competitive careers in case 
it caused a loss of form. 

He added that sport in China 
was regarded as part of the 
national image-building process 
in which successful competitors 
were expected to help form a 
favourable impression of China 
among foreigners. 

Wei said of Jiao: “I heard she 
is in love with a South Korean. 
But we advise her to be cautious 
in choosing a life partner. In 
Jiao's case, marrying a South 
Korean will become more than a 


sporting issue. It will become a 
political problem for us.” 

Jiao, a 24-year-old teacher, 
and Aan, a 23-year-old 
insurance company employee, 
fell in love when they met at the 
Asian Championships in 
Islamabad four years ago. 

As the lovers put the (hushing 
touches to their Olympic 
preparations in training camps 
in China and South Korea res- 
pectively. the South Korean 
newspaper Daily Sports repor- 
ted: 

"(Their) love is a tale as old as 
Romeo and Joliet. Jiao has a 
different ideology, hot she wants 
marriage after the Olympics if 
her government will allow it." 

Jiao plunged deeper into con- 
troversy when she was named as 
China's top-ranked women's 
singles competitor at the Games 
after the Chinese sports auth- 
orities caused a furore by declin- 
ing to select world champion He 
Zhei. 

Wei said He was not selected 
because of her weakness against 
South Korean opponents. Iron- 
ically, Jiao's biggest Olympic 
rival will be Yang Yoiig-Ja, 
Abn's Sooth Korean com- 
patriot. 

A second thwarted suitor in 
the Chinese table tennis team is 
world men's singles champion 
Jiang Jialiang, who has been 
obliged to delay his marriage to 
glamorous Chinese actress Wu 
Yu Fang. 

Wu is nearly as popular in 
China as Jiang, a 23-year-old 
Peking University student who 
is spearheading his country's bid 
to retain its table tennis 
supremacy.

Dog-soup off menu during Olympic Games

SEOUL: The sign in the run- 
down eating place outside 
Seoul billed it as ‘poshini'ang* 
— health soup — and its main 
ingredient was boiled, shred- 
ded dog. 

A pungent smell, reminiscent 
of well-hung animal flesh, 
pervaded the tiny eatery and a 
covered stew pot simmered 
gently outside as a temptation 
To passing trade. 

But poshini’ang, savoured 
by many South Koreans as an 
energy-enhancer, boost for 
pregnant women and cure for 
ills, was not to be had. 

“Why are you talking to 
these people? Tell them you're 
not selling dog meal.” chided 


the owner, who had burst in to 
find the cook steering this Wes- 
tern reporter and two South 
Korean escorts through the 
intricacies of cooking dog. 

She then ripped down the 
sign and the parly was made to 
leave. 

Authorities in South Korea, 
sensitive to the country's image 
in the world spotlight during 
the Olympics, are forcing hun- 
dreds of dogmeat restaurants 
and traders in and around 
Seoul to close as foreigners 
pour in for the Games. 

The basic ingredient can 
usually be bought either live or 
ready-butchered in the bustling 
markets of South Korea where 
cages of live animals battle for 
space with sacks of herbs. 


spices, vegetables and edible 
roots. 

The pre-Olympic crackdown 
has forced nianv meat sellers 
out of the marketplace and 
made those who defy the ban 
hostile to prying Western eyes. 

“Go away. You’ll get me sent 
to jail.” snapped one butcher in 
Sonenam’s Moran market, 
who slopped chopping into a 
carcass to pull down the metal 
shutters of his shop. “We real I y 
weren't expecting foreigners to 
. come here," he said. 

Another dogmeat seller, who 
runs a dog farm in countryside 
in sight of the skyscrapers of 
Seoul’s Olympic family village, 
said he had been thrown oui of 
Moran market two months 


“l now sell my dogs to mid- 
dlemen. It’s not my concern 
what happens to them.” the 
man said. 

His puppies, fattened on ins- 
tant noodles and chicken 
innards and sold for 25,000 
won (536). are kept in low. 
wooden-framed sheds covered 
in plastic and blankets that 
block out most of the light. 

According to the cook at the 
eatery, it is from farms like this 
that many restaurants get their 
supplies. 

Conditions would appal 
animal-rights campaigners. 
But the government, while 
striving io“ stamp out the cus- 
tom of eating dog meat, has 
said the campaigners want too 
much too quickly.

The German men's clothing 
industry with around 35.700 
employees is also attempting to 
gain afoot hold in markets out- 
side the European Community.

Archaeologists strike gold in Peru 


Remains of prehistoric 
village unearthed in Turkey

WASHINGTON, (UPl): A 
Peruvian tomb that evaded 
looters tor 1,500 years has yiel- 
ded the richest archaeological 
lind in the Western hemisphere 
— a dazzling trove of golo and 
jewels that rival the treasures of 
ancient Greece, it was announ- 
ced last week. 

A 2-feel-wide (0.6-m-wide), 
solid gold headdress, a 
warrior's golden backflap 
weighing almost 2 pounds (0.9 
kg) and a string of gold bells 
showing a god lopping off 
human heads are just a fraction 
of the riches found in the grave 
of a warrior-priest of the 
Moche culture. 

“The real richness is in infor- 




mation it contains. But in 
material terms, just in terms of 
gold objects ana jewellery, this 
tomb contains the greatest 
q uaniity as wellas the quality of 
gold jewellery that we*ve ever 
seen come from an 
archaeologically excavated 
tomb in the Americas.” said 
Christopher Donnan, an anth- 
ropology professor at the 
University of California. Los 
Angeles, said. 

Donnan was part of the 
team, funded by the National 
Geographic Society under the 
direction of the Peruvian gover- 
nment, that excavated the lav- 
ish burial mound nearSipan on 
the north coast of Peru. 

Archaeologists were alerted 
to the tomb's existence after an

adjoining grave was looted and 
a large quantity of finely- 
wrought gold jewelfy flooded 
the black market for stolen, 
ancient treasures 

In April 1987, Waller Alva, 
director of the Bruning 
Archaeological Museum in 
Lambayeque, Peru, sent a team 
of archaeologists to the looted 
tomb to salvage what artifacts 
the robbers had left behind and 
to clean up the site. 

A few months into the 
efforts, the archaeologist 
noticed a depression that 
appeared to have been filled in 
with earth in ancient times and 
ordered that spot excavated. 

That order led to a dramatic 
discovery — a mausoleum con- 
tai rung the body of a richly-clad 
Moche lord, as well as those of 
two other men, two women and 
adog believed to have been part 
of the royal entourage. 

The Moche preceded the 


Inca culture by hundreds of 
years, dominating the northern 
coast of Peru from about A.D. 
100-800 and producing superb 
jewellery from locally mined 
gold and from shells and stone 
imported from as far north as 
Ecuador and as far south as 
Chile. 

“This jewellery is just unsur- 
passed in the exquisite craft- 
manship and technical vir- 
tuosity of the artisans who 
created it.” said Donnan, not- 
ing that some of the mosaic 
inlay, beadwork and goldwork 
is so minute it would almost 
take a magnifying glass to 
fashion the design. 

Archaeologists would not 
give a dollar estimate for the 
cache of gold and jewels found 
at the Peruvian tomb. Thirty 
items went on display in 
Washington, and the bulk of 
the collection is now being 
. examined, restored and 


catalogued in Peru. 

Donnan said the Moche 
tomb’s treasure surpasses that 
of two previous contenders for 
therichestarchaeologicalsitem 
the Americas: the jade-laden 
tomb of Pacal at Palenque, 
Mexico, and a gold-rich 
excavation at Monte Alban, 
Mexico. 

The Moche treasure is even 
impressive by worldwide stan- 
dards, Donnan said, noting 
that ii“comparesvery favoura- 
bly” with the magnificent gold 
jewellery unearthed from 
tombs near the ancient city of 
Mycenae in Greece. 

But the anthropologist con- 
ceded that even the splendour 
of the Peruvian site pales in 
comparison to the copious 
riches found in the tomb of the 
famed Egyptian king, Tutank- 
hamen. “I don’t think anything 
can compare with that,” Don- 
nan said.

THE remains of three 10,000- 
year-old stone buildings unear- 
thed near the headwaters of the 
Tigris River by a. team or 
American and Turkish 
archaeologists, may be the 
oldest examples of public build- 
ings yet found anywhere in the 
world. 

This year marks the 25th 
anniversary of a unique 
collaboration — the Joint Preh- 
istoric Project of the Univer- 
sities of Chicago and Istanbul 
— formed to search for the 
beginnings of agriculture and 
settled village life in the footh- 
ills of the mountains ringing 
Mesopotamia. Project co- 
directors Dr Robert Braid- 
wood of the University of 
Chicago; his wife. Linda, of 
Chicago's Oriental Institute; 
and Halet Cambel of the Preh- 
istory Department of Istanbul 
University chose to begin at a 
little mound called Cayonu 
Tepesi in the foothills of the 
Toros Mountains in southeas- 
ten Turkey. 

What they discovered was a 
prehistoric farming village. 
This site is distinguished from 
similar sites in the Middle East 
by the remains of the stone buil- 
dings, believed to be the earliest 
community structures yet 

found. 

The craftsmanship in the 
construction of the buildings — 
including a polished terrazzo 
floor and a slab with a carving 
of a human face — so surprised 
the team that at first they 
thought they mighL have found 
Greco-Roman ruins. “The 
building appear to be the first 
evidence that once people 
began controlling their food 
supply through agriculture, 
social change accelerated at a 
rate much faster than 
archaeologists had previously 
envisioned,” Dr Braidwood 
says. 

Cayonu was inhabited from 
about 7250 yo 6750 BC, a time 
when the environment was 
favorable for both specialised 
hunting-collecting and simple 
food production. Hie village, 
about 20 per cent of which has 
now been excavated, had a 
population of about 500 and 


boasted domesticated wheat 
and pulses. For animal protein, 
the villagers hunted a now- 
extinct breed of. wild cattle. 
Evidence of domesticated lives- 
tock appeared only in the latest 
phase of the settlement. 

The villagers did not make 
pottery, - but they did 

experiment with the use of cop- 
per. Cold-hammered native 
copper tools found at the site, 
including small pms and hooks, 
are the world 7 s first substantial 
evidence of the use of worked 
copper (Cayonu lies barely 20 
kilometres (12 1/2 miles) down 
slope from a copper lode that is 
still being mined). The residents 
of Cayonu also experimented 
with the use of cement for con- 
struction, making Cayonu a 
very technologically sophis- 
ticated community Tor its time. 

“We had 'simply not 
anticipated the remarkably 
preserved foundations of 
houses, the formality of the set- 
tlement plan, the existence of 
public buildings, and the highly 
developed construction skills of 
people only on the threshold of 
effective food - production,” 
says Braidwood. . ' . . 

All three of the public build- 
ings lie in the eastern part of the 
settlement and are roughly the 
same size. Each had a large 
room with, the .. entrance 
apparently faring south. The 
fiat roofs were supported by 
stone foundation walls with 
upper portions, of sun-dried 
mud brick. There is evidence of 
careful plastering oh some of 
the inner waUs; traces of red 
paint still exist in one room.

Aberkane at Algiers airport on 
Sunday evening. 

. .“1 have come here to see in the 
most precise manner the state of 
relations between Algeria and 
the community,” Cheysson was 
quoted by APS as saying in an 
arrival statement. 

Algeria, in common with other 
North African states, has been 
concerned at the effects on non- 
EEC states of plans to create a 
single barrier-free market within 
the community by 1 992. 

Imports 

Algerian trade with all ^com- 
munity countries fell sharply in 
• the mid-1980s when Algeria sla- 
shed imports in an austerity 
period prompted by a slump in 
the price of oil, its main export. 

The two sides are linked by a 
1976 trade accord which offers 
free access to the community for 
alb non-agricultural Algerian 
products. Algiers also receives 
grants totalling some $262 
million. ... 

EEC exports to Algeria, 
mainly food and consumer 
goods, fell by nv»re than half 
from $7.8 billion in 1985 to 3.4 
billion last year.

World may seek help at IMF 


MEXICO CITY, Sept 19, 
(Reuter): The Third World’s 
calls for help with its S 1 .2 trillion 
debt burden are likely to be 
.louder than ever at the - Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
and World Bank annual meet- 
ings in West Berlin this week. 

Six years ago, the world's ban- 
kers discovered they had a debt 
crisis when their fears of a possi- 
ble Mexican default sent them 
scurrying to engineer a $10 
billion financial rescue. 

Perform 

Since then, the total of Third 
World debt has doubled. 

“Creditors must recognise 
that unless they work towards 
.new solutions more favourable 
to debtors, they will face a serious 
problem” said Mexican Finance 
Minister Gustavo Petricioli. 

Now, Argentina, Ecuador and 
Venezuela are on the point of yet 


another negotiation with banks, 
seeking to postpone due dates on 
debt. Two countries which so far 
had avoided such reschedulings, 
Trinidad and Colombia, may 
have to take that step soon, ban- 
kers say. 

Other countries, such as 
Liberia and Sierra Leone, say 
they are loo poor to repay — and 
don't. Zambia has refused to 
accept reform programmes dic- 
tated by the IMF. 

“If Africa's creditors insist 
that we pay now, we will not pay 
because we can't pay and this is 
not defiance but inability to 
pay,” Zambian President Ken- 
neth Kaunda said last May. 

At that lime, he proposed that 
creditors grant a 20-year grace 
period on Africa’s $200 billion of 
debt. 

Earlier this month, the UN 
Conference on trade and 
Development (UNCTAD) sug- 


gested a 30 per cent cut in com- 
mercial bank debt of 15 major 
debtors. 

“There is a need for more debt 
cancellation of one sort or 
another," says Zimbabwean 
Finance Minister Bernard Chid- 
zero. 

Fund 

“The problem is that different 
creditor countries favour dif- 
ferent measures. What we have is 
a menu when it would be better if 
governments adopLed a more 
coherent approach,” said Chris- 
topher Johnson, chief economic 
adviser al Lloys Bank Pic in Lon- 
don. 

Al the Group of Seven indus- 
trial nations' Toronto summit in 
June. Japanese Finance Minister 
Kiichi Miyazawa proposed set- 
ting up a trust fund with creditor 
nation deposits to help debtor 
countries finance repayments of 


existing debt. 

France and West Germany 
have supported writing offThird 
World loans while Britain 
favours concessions on interest 
rates paid by some of the poorest 
debtor nations. 

“If something is not done the 
problem will only get greaterand 
the debt burden larger,” said 
British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Nigel Lawson earlier 
this month. 

“It is better to sort it out now 
and get those countries following 
the right policies rather than let it 
fester." he said. 

Approach 

But some bankers and officials 
do not believe there should be 
one world-wide approach. 

“Across-the-board solutions 
are not effective and tend to con- 
fuse the issues, provoking 
automatic rejection,” said Mex- 


ico's chief debt negotiator, Angel 
Gunia. 

Washington continues to sup- 
port a case-by-case approach of 
reschedulings accompanied by 
new loans linked to economic 
reforms — the pattern set by 
Mexico's 1982 rescue package. 

Such reforms are typically a 
condition of any IMFcredits and 
often involve such austerity 
measures as government spend- 
ing cuts and currency devalua- 
tions to make imports more cos- 
tly. 

They have sparked strong 
political opposition in several 
Third World countries. 

And UN Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar has said 
economic reforms agreed by 
African nations in return for 
loans required great public 
sacrifice with scant reward, and 
the problems were compounded 
by drought, plagues and floods. 


Inflation moves higher 


Hong Kong is set for slower growth 


HONG KONG, Sept 19: Hong 
Kong is set for slower economic 
growth in the face oflabour shor- 
tages and rising interest rates. 
Piers Jacobs, the Financial 
Secretary, said last week, accord- 
ing to a London daily. 

Jacobs, delivering his mid- 
year review, said he expected 
gross domestic product to rise by 
6 per cent this year, compared 
with 13_5 per cent in 1987. For 
the average person GDP should 
reach HK$73,100 (£5,516). 

“Though a growth rate of 6 per 
cent is considerably slower than 
that achieved in 1986and 1987.it 
would still mean that the econ- 
omy had grown at an average of 
about 10 per cent per annum for 
three years, an enviable record by 
any standards,” he said. 

His estimate is below that of 
economists at the Hong Kongand 
Shanghai Banking Corporation 
who reckon the figure will be 
nearer 6-5 per cent, while econ- 
“omistsat Nomura Research 
think“tlfat'8 'per cent will be 

'hearer the inark. 

Prices 

.Inflation is set to increase, 
Jacobs said, with prices rising by 
an average of 7.5 per cent for 
1988, compared with 5.5 per cent 
in 1987. 

Jacobs chose “inter-depen- 
dence” as his theme, pointing out

that Hong Kong's small, open 
economy was easily affected by 
its bigger trading partners. 

“We are affected by external 
events beyond our control and in 
this situation it is clearly incum- 
bent upon the government to do 
all that it can to ensure that we 
are able to adapt to meet the new 
challenges that arise,” he said. 

“This will not always be easy, 
and may on occasions be some- 
what painful. But if we continue 
to plan and act with the longer 
term in view, there is no reason 
why we should be deflected from 
our quest for a stable and prosp- 
erous life forour whole commun- 
ily ” 

Far from bang worried about 


the slowing down in the econ- 
omy, Jacobs said: “Following 
two years of exceptional growth, 
the economy requires a period of 
consolidation.” He added: 
“With this slower growth rate, 
both the tight labour market and 
inflationary pressures should 
ease in due course, though possi- 
bly not during this year.” 

Jacobs said he expected 
domestic exports for 1988 to 
increase by 6 per cent, in line with 
his March budget estimates, but 
re-exports should increase by 35 
per cent, almost three times his 
forecast reflecting the growing 
importance of Hong Kong as a 
middleman in trade with China. 

Exports 

As a result he expects the 
Crown Colony's total exports to 
increase by 20 per cent to. 
HKS471.7 billion. 

The Financial Secretary said 
imports should rise by 20 percent 
to HKS478.1 billion this year, 
almost double his budget 
estimate. 

Last week's speech was a far 
cry from the self-congratulatory

“I consider this the most sig- 
nificant economic agreement the 
United States has ever entered 
into with another country,” 
Republican Sen. Bob Pack wood, 
a leading supporter, said on 
Friday. . 

Al! tariffs between the two 
countries would be phased out 
over 10 years under the 
agreement which was signed on 
Jan 2 by President Ronald 
Reagan and Canadian Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney. Some 
other barriers also would be 
ended.

Seeking new ways to earn 
foreign exchange to allow it to 
pay its debts and import badly 
needed goods, the region has 
increased the amount and the 
kind of products it exports. 

In part, this reflected Mexico’s 
experience in the early 1980s. 
when its economy was rocked by 
a slump in the price of oil, its 
main source of export earnings. 

Since then, with the develop- 


ing banks looking on, the region 
has attempted to diversify 
exports, looking for a variety of 
ways of earning foreign 
exchange. 

The report said that Latin 
America increased its volume of 
exports by 4.4 per cent annually 
in the 1 980s, compared with a 2.6 
per cent growth rate in world 
trade. 

In 1987, Latin America’s 
volume of exports reached an 
unprecedented high, moving up 
35 per cent over 1 980. 

Governments in the region 
also continued belt-tightening 
efforts, notably by cutting their 
budget deficits.

ELO UNPA, Greece, Sept 19, (AP): European finance minister s 
straggled yesterday over ways to smooth their widely varying 
sales taxes in part of an effort to create a barrier-free market in 
1992. The finance ministers, representing the 12 nations of the 
European Economic Community, did not settle on a tax 
plan daring a day of informal talks in Eloonda, a resort town on 
the Greek aland of Crete. Nigel Lawson, Britain’s Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, cautioned that the bid to create a barrier-free 
inarket ‘is going to nm into the sands” without changes in the tax- 
streamlining proposals. Other finance ministers said, however, 
that there was general agreement that the countries’ sales taxes 
most be smoothed. “This discussion was extremely constructive 
— (and) a very complex one,” Greek Economics Ministe r Pan- 
ayiotisRoinndiotis said. The finance ministers meet twice a y ear 
in an informal setting to discuss financial and monetary jfyify- 
Widdy varying sales taxes in Europe have led to shoppers 
crossing borders to buy cheaper goods in neighbouring countrics. 
Britain, for example, applies no sales tax to food and baby 
clothing. But levies on Inxnry items can top 30 per cent in some 
coontries. The ministers focussed on a proposal put forward by 
the EEC staff to bring more in line the nations' indirect taxes, 
such as the Value-Added Tax. 

N. Yemen to boost oil output 

NICOSIA, Cyprus. Sept 19, (AP): North Yemen to 
increase its oil production to around 200,000 barrels a day by the 

end of the year and bold it at that “for the foreseeable future,” the 
Middle East Economic Survey reported today. The respected oil 

industry newsletter, published in Nicosia, said in a report by 
executive editor Walid Khadduri that current output from the Alif 
and AzaJ Gelds is running at 180.000 barrels a day. North 
Yemen’s production is not likely to affect oil prices or global 
production levels amid efforts by the Organisation of Petiole mu 
Exporting Countries to enforce quota discipline on its member 
states. Oil was first discovered in North Yemen, one of the Arab 
world’s most primitive countries, in 1<$4 by the Hunt Ofl Co. of 
Dallas, Texas.

The Central Bank kept its

Oeien. who maintains close 
contact with the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) although Norway is not 
a member of the group, met 
OPEC president Rilwanu Luk- 
man during a visit to Britain last 
week. 

World oil prices have tumbled 
because the 13-nation organisa- 
tion has been producing well 
above self-imposed quotas. 

Hope 

“But there is hope that OPEC 
could lake measures 10 stabilise 
the market," Oeien said. "‘The 
pricing committee meeting (next 
weekend) could contribute 
somewhat to ihat.*’ 

The committee, grouping 
Algeria, Indonesia. "Nigeria, 
Saudi Arabia and Venezuela, 
will meet to discuss the current 
oil market situation. It can call 
emergency talks within OPEC if 
it reckons’ prices are too far off 
target. 

Oeien declined all comment on 
the content of his discussions 
with Lukman. 

Norway, Western Europe's 
bigeest oil producer after 
Britain, has implemented a 7.5 
per cent cut in planned produc- 
tion growth, in support of OPEC 
efTorts to boost prices by curbing 
output.

Lowest 

Gold fell to its lowest value in a 
year-and-a-half. touching 
$405.50 an ounce in early Zurich 
trading.

“Gold is an orphan, nobody 
wants it." said a precious metals 
in New York. 

Bullion is popular with many 
investors when they think infla- 
tion will erode the value of cash 
or securities. 

But with a worldwide glut of 
oil depressing prices, as Brent 
crude oil from the North Sea fell 
as much as 45 cents a barrel to 
SI 3.25 for November delivery, 
inflation fears are easing. 

In Chicago, wheat and com 
prices, which had been pushed up 


by drought in North America 
this summer, eased. Rotterdam 
feed grains were also lower. 

“Traders are going to by to 
push gold down to $400 in the 
next few days,” said Graham 
Birch, precious metals analyst 
for brokers Klein wort Grie veson 
in London. 

On Wall Street, however, 
dealers were disappointed that 
falling oil and commodity prices 
did not -spark a bond market 
rally . They are concerned it could 
suggest investors are not com- 
pletely convinced inflationary 
pressures are easing. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell 23.47 points to a 
2,074.68 at midday. 

“There's just a low degree of 
conviction on the part of inves- 
tors/' said John Conlon, 
research director at Nikko 
Securities Co in New York. 

The dollar, meanwhile, closed 
about half a pfennig and two- 
thirds a yen lower at 1.87 West 
German marks and 133.60 yen. It 
traded at $1.6780 to the British 
pound sterling. 

Cautious 

“ I fs time to be a bit cautious of 
being long dollars. I think the 
central banks are waiting for a 
good level to come in and sell the 
dollar while it's quiet/' said 
Klaus Rosskopf, foreign 
exchange manager at Security 
Pacific Bank in Frankfurt. 

Meanwhile, the drop in gold 
prices rocked the Australian 
stock market as investors bailed 


out of leading gold and mining 
stocks. Sydney shares fell 1 .2 per 
cent. 

UK equity prices closed mixed 
after a quiet day's trading. Many 
investors were happy to keep to 
the sidelines ahead of 
tomorrow's August money suj>- 
ply and bank lending data, both 
major indicators of inflationary 
pressure, dealers said. 

Higher

Kuwait money supply growth slows 


AT the end of the second quarter 
of 1988, money supply fell to 
KD 4820 million from KD 4909 
million at the end of the previous 
quarter. Sight deposits and 
deposits denominated in foreign 
currencies increased by 5.3 per 
cent and 5 per cent respectively. 

Currency in circulation also 
increased but at a lower rate (1.7 
per cent), whereas savings 
deposits, time deposits and cer- 
tificates of deposit decreased in 
the second quarter of 1988 by 9.6 
per cent. 4.5 percent and 17.4 per 
cent respectively below their 
levels in the previous quarter, 
according to CBK Quarterly 
Statistical Bulletin. 

In the second quarter of 1988 
inter-bank KD deposit interest 
rates rose significantly on all 
maturities. Forexample, interest 
rates rose by 28.6 per cent (from 
4.8 per cent to 6. 1 9 per cent) on 
three-month deposits and by 
16.7 per cent (from 5.23 per cent 
to 6.10 per cent) on one-year 
deposits. 

This increase in KD interest 
rates was associated with a 
decline in inter-commercial bank 
KD deposits and in inter-bank 
deposiis between commercial 
and specialised banks by 20.6 per 
cent and 57.2 per cent respec- 
tively below their levels in the 
previous quarter. 

Improved 

During the second quarter of 
1988. the average KD exchange 
rate slightly improved increasing 
by 0.02 percent over the previous 
quarter. 

The US dollar exchange rale 
ranged between 272.76 fils and 
281.03 fils, i.e. an average of 


274.87 fils. 

The performance of the KD 
exchange rate against other 
major currencies in the second 
quarter of 1988 as compared 
with the previous quarter was 
mixed. It appreciated by 2.53 per 
cent and 1.75 per cent against the 
Italian lira and the Deutsche 
mark respectively, while it 
depreciated by 2.67 per cent and 
1.81 per cent against the pound 
sterling and the Japanese yen res- 
pectively. 

It was noted, however, that the 
performance of the KD against 
major currencies during the 
second quarter of 1988 was more 
stable than that of the US dollar, 
as the rates of change of the KD- 
exchange rate against these 
currencies were lower than those 
of the US dollar against the same 
currencies. 

Value 

During the second quarter of 
1988. the Central Bank has 
issued Treasury bills to the value 
of KD 770 million and Treasury 
bonds to the value of KD 50 
million. 

The value of T reasury bills that 
matured during this quarter rea- 
ched KD 510 million, leaving the 
balance of public debt ins- 
truments, as of 30th June 1988. at 
KD 1394.5 million (KD 770 
million of Treasnry bills, and 
KD 624.5 million of Treasury 
bonds). 

The aggregate balance sheet of 
local banks (commercial and 
specialised) totalled KD 12749 
million at the end of second quar- 
ter of 1988, thus recording a 
decline of KD 196 million or 1.5 
per cent below its level in the 


previous quarter. 

On the assets side, local invest- 
ments surged up by KD 175 
million, credit facilities to 
residents were up by KD 46 
million and foreign assets 
increased by KD 12S million. 


while banks' balances with the 
Central Bank dropped by 
KD 189 million from its level in 
the previous quarter. 

Deposits 

On the liabilities side, govern- 
ment deposits with local banks 
dropped by KD 57 million, while 
private sector deposits and 
foreign liabilities increased by 
KD32 million and KD 126 
million respectively over their 
levels in the previous quarter. 
Also Central Bank claims on 
local banks (deposits, loans and 
discounts) increased by 23.2 per 
cent mainly due to a surge in 
discount operations by 
KD 1 10.7 million over their 
levels in the previous quarter. 

Public revenue slightly 
decreased during the second 
quarter of 1988 to KD 429.9 
million, i.e. by 0.65 per cent 
below their level in the previous 
quarter. 

This decrease resulted from 
the reduction in oil revenue by 
2.8 per cent to KD 358.1 million, 
compared with KD 368.3 
million in the previous quarter. 
Other revenues have markedly 
increased 'to KD71.8 million 
against KD 64.4 million in the 
previous quarter. 

On the other side, public 
expenditure increased during the 
second quarter of 1988 to 
KD 668.1 million i.e. 12.3 per 


cent over its level in the previous 
quarter. It was noticed that 
public expenditure recorded an 
across-the-board increase, 
especially in capital expenditure 
(1S2 per cent), transfers to the 
budgets of attached and indepen- 
dent agencies (26 per cent)and 
current account (6.3 per cent), 
which rose to KD 396.4 million. 

The official securities market 
performance during the second 
quarter of 1988 was character- 
ised by noticeable activity. 

The number of traded shares 
totalled 970 million shares at a 
value of KD 198 million, dis- 
tributed over 20 thousand tran- 
sactions. against 344.6 million 
shares at a value of KD 82.6 
million, distributed over 8 
thousand transactions in the 
previous quarter. 

Activity 

This activity came as a result of 
several developments, the most 
important of which may be the 
implementation of the clearing 
system in the market, starting 
from May 28, 1988, to facilitate 
buying and selling of the same 
shares more than once during the 
day. 

The month of June had the 
highest share in total activity 
during this quarter according to 
available detailed data about 
three key indicators, which are 
volume of traded shares (7 1.9 per 
cent), number of transactions 
(70.5 per cent) and value of 
shares (74.5 percent). 

On the other side, detailed 
data on market trading show 
that tradingwas concentrated on 
•bank shares (34.5 per cent of 
total official market trading). 


Capitalisation now in vogue in Egypt 


Private sector gets a greater role 


CAIRO, Sept 19, (Reuter): 
Wagih Abaza. who look part in 
the 1952 revolution that brought 
socialism to Egypt, still winces if 
he is culled a capitalist. 

But Abaza concedes that 
capitalism is no longer a dirty 
word in Egypt, where he now 
owns a chain of private car 
dealerships. 

“It's much better to let people 
compete," he said. "You need to 
have something inside pushing 
you to have more success in your 
work." 

Abaza represents an 
ambivalent but steady shift 
lotvards a free-markei system in 
Egypt, where there is growing 
acceptance that the slate-run 
economy introduced after 
Gama! Abdel Nasser’s revolu- 
tion was largely a failure. 

Pressure 

Slowly, and under the pressure 
of a $43-'biIIion foreign debt, the 
government is allowing private 
enterprise to take a leading role. 

“We are going in a direction 
that I don't think anybody can 
reverse — a greater and greater 
role for the private sector.” said 
Ahmed A1 Dersh. a government 
economist. 

The move toward a liberal 
economy began when Anwar 
Sadat turned his back on the 
Soviet Union, expelling Soviet 
advisers in 1 972. and began cour- 
ting the West. 

The political about-face was 
coupled with an economic policy 

of “infiiah(opening)” in themid- 

1970s. The key measure was law 
43 which protected capital from 
nationalisation and ensured Free 
transfer of profits. 


Bu the 1 974 law left many obs- 
tacles to private business and 
capita! remained shy throughout 
the 1970s. Food riots in 1977 and 
Sadat’s assassination in 1981 
created more uncertainty. 

At the same time, Egyptian 
politicians raised on socialist 
ideas were wary of removing the 
social safety net created under 
Nasser which included price con- 
trols and guaranteed public jobs. 

An important turning point 
came in 1986. when Egypt suf- 
fered a%ard currency crisis and 
had to approach the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
for help. 

“It’s not that overnight they 
(officials) were convinced of 
capitalism/' said Mohammed 
Sahragty, who directs an invest- 
ment promotion office in Cairo. 
“It’s that overnight they stuck 
their hands in their pockets and 
there wasn’t any money.” 
Hurdles 

In the last few years, some 
major bureaucratic hurdles have 
been dismantled, including an 
import-control committee and 
an export board that reviewed — 
and seriously delayed — most 
foreign transactions. 

Foreign investments under 
law 43, which ofTers five-to-10 
year lax breaks to investors, have 
slowly increased. As of last J une, 
capita] worth S3. 1 6 billion had 
been invested in 1,369 projects 
under the law. 

The projects pay wages to 
201,000 workers, according to 
official statistics, a small but 
growing segment of the 14.9 
million people employed in 
Egypt. 


Businessmen and Western 
diplomats say problems remain. 

A $300-million project to 
produce General Motors cars 
and parts in Egypt fell through 
last year, in part because of 
entrenched public sector 
interests. 

But exporters, in particular, 
say President Hosni Mubarak’s 
government has taken important 
steps to remove obstacles. 

“It used to be that the export 
business was one of the worst 
undertakings you could imagine 
in Egypt, full of red tape, full of 
government intervention." said 
Ibrahim Kamel, whose company 


makes perfume oils and food- 
stuffs. 

Today, we are able to process 
an export order in less than 24 
hours and put the goods on the 
plane to anywhere in the world." 

Although the largely 
unprofitable public sector con- 
tinues to dominate the economy, 
the government has set a taiget 
for private sector participation 
of 38.7 per cent by 1992. up from 
about 25 per cent in 1986/87. 

Government planners, while 
hesitant to dismantle or sell 
public enterprises, are hoping to 
restructure the system to allow 
profit-generating incentives.

OPEC president calls for co-operatioit 


AMMAN, Sept 19. (Reuter): 
Jordan, which employs nearly 
3,000 Indians, will sign a labour 
accord with India in October to 
regulate manpower transfers and 
protect their working rights in 
the kingdom, an embassy source 
said today. 

He cold Reuters the agreement 
to formalise bilateral manpower 
and labour ties would allow 
Indians working here to enjoy 
the same job rights given to Jor- 
danian workers including their 
admission into the state-run pen- 
sion scheme. 

Jordanian Labour Minister 
Marwan Doudin will visit India 
in mid-October to sign the 
accord. It ratifies an agreement 
in principle reached between the 
two countries iii Amman in 
November 1986. 

Indians in Jordan are 
employed in health, engineering, 
business, industrial, and agricul- 
tural sectors.

WASHINGTON, September 
1 9: The World Bank has warned 
India against the high rate of 
inflation, now over lOpercent. It 
should be viewed seriously 
because of its effect on the coun- 
try’s poor, the bank said. 

Briefing the press on the 
annual World Bank report, its 
vice-president for Asia region, 

- Altila Karaosmanpglu. said here 
last week- that the high. inflation 
rate could be attributed inpart to 
successive years of drought and 
near-drought conditions. 

“But. there is increasing con- 
cern that successive budget 
deficits at over eight per cent of 
the GDP and continuing 
increases in theraoney supply are 
important factors contributing 
to inflationary pressures,” he 
said, adding “the government of 
India is watching developments 
closely in these areas.”

He said “for India, inflation 
rates have crept upward of ten 
per cent in recent years. Al- 
though India's economic perfor- 
mance would be of envy to many 
developing countries, it should

tralian giant-killing tradition, 
following the upset victory team- 
mate Jon Sieben achieved over 
Gross in the 200 metres butterfly 
at the 1984 Los Angeles Olym- 
pics. 

“All eight finalists had medal 
chances but Armstrong was as 
big a surprise as Sieben, and he 


was in lane six too,” said Gross. 

Holmertz, who toppled Gross 
at the 1987 European Cham- 
pionships, clinched the silver in 
1:47.89 and Biondi, on track for 
medals in seven events, took the 
bronze in 1:47.99. 

“The world record is just a 
bonus that came with it I'm tick- 
led pink,” Armstrong, Com- 
monwealth 400 metres freestyle 
champion, said. 

Gross, twice world 200 free- 
style champion and world 
record-holder for the past five 
years, was never in the picture 
and managed only fifth place in 
1:48.59. 

“I always said you'd have to 
swim a world record to win. I was 
confident I could doit but wasn't 
up to it. I don't know why. When 
I tried to put on a spurt on the last 
length my arms felt as though 
they were full of air and I couldn’t 
puU through the water,” he said, 
adding he was disappointed with 
his time, not the result. 

Biondi appeared relieved the 
pressure was off him to emulate 
the seven golds achieved by com- 
patriot Mark Spitz in Munich in 
1972. “I never said I wanted to 
equal Mark Spitz. I wanted ray 
fastest times ever,' 1 he said. , 

“I’m really pleased with my 
swim. This is my worst event and 
I've medalled, so I'm really 
happy with that. The Mark Spitz 
thing is over. You didn’t see Aus- 


tralians and Swedes then. I'm 
proud of myself and I have to 
hand it to these two guys. They 
swam well,” he added in tribute 
to Armstrong aud Holmertz. 

European champion Moor- 
house, fully 1 .30 seconds behind 
perennial Soviet rival Dmitri 
Volkov who went into the turn in 
a European record 28. 1 2, surged 
back from sixth place to edge out 
Hungarian Karoly Guttler 
1:02.04. 

“I didn't realise that he was so 
close. 1 never saw him until it 
went up on the scoreboard. I felt 
sorry for him.” said Moorhouse, 
no stranger to disappointment 
himself after finishing fourth at 
the 1 984 Olympics and being dis- 
qualified for a faulty turn in the 
1 986 world championships after 
touching home first 

Otto, holder of seven world 
and seven European gold 
medals, clinched her first Olym- 
pic title with a runaway win in the 
100 freestyle in 54.93. Zhuang 
Yong look the silver in 55.47, 
celebrating China's first-ever 
Olympic swimming medal. 

Evans won the individual 
medley from Romania's 
European champion Noemi 
Lungi and looked forward to a 
golden treble with the 40 0 and 
800 metres freestyle. “I just have 
to keep my mind on the other 
races. My freestyle feels good. I 
have confidence now,” she said.

Atiuita misses 
training 
for six days 

SEOUL, Sept 19, (Reuter): Said 
Aouita, who is aiming for gold in 
the 800 and 1,500 metres at the 
Olympics, said today he had not 
trained for six days because of a 
stomach upset and was also suf- 
fering from a strained thigh mus- 
cle. 

Aouita, the Olympic and 
world 5,000 metres champion, 
said he expected the problem 
with his left thigh muscle to clear 
up in the next three days. 

“Everything is fine here except 
the food. I've not even had a 
sandwich today. I’ve had terrible 
stomach upsets and hadn’t 
trained for six days until yester- 
day. 

Hurts 

“With all the medicine I’ve 
taken I hope it's cleared up.” the 
Moroccan said. 

Aouita interrupted his train- 
ing for massage on his left thigh 
and then jogged slowly for about 
10 minutes. 

‘’The thigh is giving me a bit of 
trouble but we’ll see in three 
days. Sure it hurts a bit but what 
hurts most is wailing for the races 
to start,” he said. 

Aouita's first race, the 800 
metres first round, is scheduled 
for Friday, opening day of the 
athletics competition.

Louganis qualifies 
despite head injury 


SEOUL, Sept 19. (Reuter): 
Defending champion Greg 
Louganis needed three stitches in 
a bead wound after striking the 
springboard while attempting a 
difficult dive today. But he still 
qualified in third place for the 
Olympic springboard final. 

American officials said there 
was no doubt Louganis would 
dive in tomorrow's final. 

“There are no worries about 
concussion,” one official said. 
“He was really angry with him- 
self. but fortunately that board 
was flexible." 

Clipped 

Louganis, who had dived 
superbly all day to lead by eight 
points after eight rounds, clipped 
the leading edge of the board 
while attempting a reverse 2-1/2 
somersaults. 

The American smacked into 
the water out of control before 
swimming slowly to the side. 
Louganis, the reigning world 
champion, took his time climb- 
ing out. rubbing his head gin- 
gerly. 

He was smiling by the time he 
had walked to the divers’ rest 
area but there was obvious con- 
cern among American officials 
about his ability to continue. _ 

A huge roar greeted Lougan- 
is’S return to poolside for his 10th 
dive, an even more difficult man- 
oeuvre involving 1-1/2 reverse 


somersaults and 3-1 /2 twists. 

Amused at all the Fuss, the 
American mouthed his thanks to 
those wishing him luck before 
locking himself into a cocoon of 
concentration on the board. 

A standing ovation, and 9.5 
points from two judges, greeted 
his perfect dive which garnered 
the highest points of the competi- 
tion, 87.12. 

However, on his final dive, the 
most difficult attempted in the 
competition, Louganis showed 
less man perfect control with his 
legs uncharacteristically wide 
apart in a tucked reverse 3-1/2 
somersaults. 

Louganis's ninth dive, which 
so nearly cost him a place in the 
final, earned him just 6.30 points 
and pushed him down to fifth 
place behind leader Tan Liangde 
of China. 

Consistency 

Tan, who finished second 
behind Louganis in Los Angeles 
and at the 1 986 world champion- 
ships, held on to win with 682.65 
points. 

European champion Albin 
Killal of West Germany, who 
showed great consistency 
throughout, was second with 
642.60 while Louganis took third 
place with 629.67.

SEOUL, Sept 19, (Reuter): Arab 
and Asian countries protested to 
the Seoul Olympics organisers 
today about the identification of 
occupied Jerusalem as Israel's 
capital during Saturday's open- 
ing cermeony. 

Sheikh Fafad Al Ahmed of 
Kuwait, president of the Olym- 
pic Council of Asia (OCA), said 
he protested to the president of 
the Games organising commit- 
tee, Park Seh-Jik, and to Juan 
Antonio Samaranch, president 
of the International Olympic 
Committee. 

Flashed 

The capital was named as 
Jerusalem in a list of facts about 
thecountry flashed on a screen as 
the Israeli team walked into the 
stadium. Arab states do not 
accept the once-divided city as 
the Israeli capital. 

Sheikh Fahd said that in a 
written protest sent today in his 
capacity as president of the 36- 
member OCA. he rejected 
exploitation of the Olympics for 


political goals. 

“This exploitation is well 
manifested in naming Jerusalem 
as the capita] of Israel during the 
opening,” he said. 

Sheikh Fahd said this incident 
could “have a negative impact on 
the smooth-running of the 
Games." but gave no details. The 
OCA is due to hold a regular 
meeting on Wednesday at which 
the issue may be discussed. 

Sheikh Fabd said that if it 
proved to be an accident, then 
“we axpeci them to announce 
this.”

IsraeL which seized the whole 
of Jerusalem in the 1967 war, 
insists that the city is its capital. 
“Jerusalem has been the capital 
for the Jews for 4,000 years," an 
Israeli team official said.

“I have never heard such a 
lame excuse. If the decision is 
reversed then what's to stop any 
boxer doing the same?” said one 
official who did not want to be 
named. 

Adding to the out-of-ring con- 
troversy, Canadian feather- 
weight Jamie Pagendam was 
awarded a fight he originally lost 
to Mongolia's Tserendoij 
Amaijargal. 

The appeals commission 
upheld a protest from Canadian 
officials who said the Mongolian 
had taken three standing counts 
in the second round of the last 
night fight and should have lost 
automatically. 

The Ivory Coast referee was 
banned from refereeing again in 
the tournament, now in its third 
day. 

Two Soviet boxere reached the 
next round though light-welter- 
weight (63.5 kg) Vyacheslav 
Yanovsky had an unexpected 
battle to defeat Soren Sonder- 
gaard of Denmark. 

The hulking European silver 
medallist took two round to nail 
down the slippery Dane who was 
probably ahead on points when 
caught by a vicious combination 
to the head. 


In the morning session light- 
weight (60 kg) Konstantin 
Tszyu, a Soviet of Korean des- 
cent, demolished Leopoldo Con- 
stancio of the Philippines in the 
first round with a right hook that 
would have done a heavyweight 
proud. 

Two other middleweight (75 
kg) medal contenders — East 
Germany’s Henry Maske and 
Nigeria’s Blessing Onoko — 
qualified for the next round of 
contrasting styles. 

Maske, a double European 
champion, steered well clear of 
die fists of Malawi's Helman 
Palije to pile up an overwhelming 
points lead. Onoko fought back 
from a shaky start to stop Ugan- 
dan Charles Lubulwa in the third 
round. 

Joined 

Britain's Mark Elliot, son of a 
former Jamaican Olympic boxer, 
joined two of his compatriots in 
the next round when he outclas- 
sed Spain's Tomas Ruizfora 5-0 
decision. 

A record Olympic entry of 440 
boxers are contesting the 12 
medals on offer and the organ- 
isers have been forced to use two 
rings simultaneously to end the 
competition on time.

Pakistan on brink of crushing win 



Qasim: seven wickets so far 


KARACHI, Sept 19, (Reuter): 
Pakistan's deadly spin attack 
brought them to the brink of a 
crushing first Test victory over 
Australia today as the row over 
the umpiring and the wicket 
raged on. 

With a day left to. play Aus- 
tralia were 66 for five in their 
second innings, still 238 short of 
Pakistan's first innings score of 
469 for nine declared. 

The tail-enders hung on grimly 
for half the fourth day, pushing 
the score from 116 for seven 
overnight to 165 all ouL 

But when Australia followed 
on the front-line batsmen found 
themselves reliving the night- 
mare of the first innings. 

Australia’s Peter Taylor, who 
failed dismally as a bowler, 
became the first i nning s hero 
with the bat. The off-spinner was 
at the wicket for 325 minutes for 
his 54, his Test best but one of the 
slowest half-centuries on record. 

He finally ran out of partners 
37 minutes into the afternoon 
session when Bruce Reid was Ibw 
to Iqbal Qasim. It was grim 
cricket, however, with the bats- 
men padding forward to ball 
after ball and only rarely chanc- 
ing a clean shoL 

Following on, Australia were 
never comfortable and wickets 


quickly began to tumble. At one 
point they were 15 for three. 

Taylor, back at the wicket as 
opener, fell for two and then the 
spinners got busy. 

David Boon padded forward 
so enthusiastically to Qasim that 
the bail went between his legs and 
bowled him for four. Dean Jones 
was well caught by Ijaz Ahmad at 
silly point off Abdul Qadir for 
the same score. 

Geoff Marsh and Graeme 
Wood resisted after tea but fell 
Ibw to Tauseef Ahmed and 
Qasim for 16 and 1 5 respectively. 
At close of play captain Allan 
Border was five and Steve 
Waugh 11. 

It had been another excellent 
day for the home side, although 
the spinners' exploits were 
almost overshadowed by con- 
troversy ofT the field. Qasim fini- 
shed the fourth day with a total of 
seven wickets in the match. He 
took five in the first innings and 
two in the second.. 

Some parts of Karachi were hit 
by freak rainstorms yesterday's 
rest day. but it would take very 
un seasonal weather to save Aus- 
tralia.

LONDON, Sept 19, (Reuter): 
England's cricketers, reeling 
from another battering by West 
Indies and with just one win in 
their last 19Tests, may receive an 
unexpectedly early boost from 
Graeme Hick, the outstanding 
young batsman of the English 
season that ended on Sunday. 

Zimbabwe-born Hick, who 
finished top of the English first 
class averages with 2.713 runs at 
88.51 after a season of batting 
exploits to rewrite the record 
books, could realise his cherished 
ambition to play for England as 
early as next summer. 

TCCB chief executive Alan 
Smith expects the question of 
Hick's qualification to be raised 
again, probably at their 
traditional pre-season meeting 
next March. 

Hick, 22, whose prolific scor- 
ing significantly helped Worces- 
tershire to win two county titles, 
is prevented by Test and County 
Cricket Board (TCCB) registra- 


tion rules from playing for 
England until 1991. 

Yet fresh moves to try and 
reduce his qualification period 
for a second time appear likely to 
be made by Worcestershire dur- 
ing the ofT-season. Hick origin- 
ally had to qualify for 10 years 
from 1984, but this was cut by 
three years last December foll- 
owing a TCCB rule change. 

Argument 

Smith said in a reference to the 
Zimbabwean: '‘I personally can 
see an argument for distinguish- 
ing between players who come 
from non-Test playing countries 
and those from Test-playing 
countries.” 

Hick emphasised the quality 
of his batsmanship from the start 
of tbesummer. showing the tech- 
nique. application and appetite 
for big scores that put him on a 
far higher plane than any young 
uncapped English batsman. 

He became the first player for 


1 5 years to score 1 ,000 first-class 
runs before the end of May, and 
his tally of 1,019 in 11 innings 
included an unbeaten 405 against 
Somerset at Taunton. Hick is 
only the seventh player in cricket 
history to exceed 400 in a first- 
class innings. 

Hick's run-making dominated 
the county scene, though the 
spotlight frequently fell on West 
Indian all-rounder Franklyn Ste- 
phenson, who spectacularly 
marked his first season with Not- 
tinghamshire by completing the 
double of 1,000 runs and 100 
wickets. 

The English selectors searched 
in vain to unearth similar talent 
— they picked 31 players during 
the season — as the irresistible 
fast-bowling of Malcolm Mar- 
shall tore apart an England side 
beaten 4-0 in the five-Test series. 

England’s torment was com- 
pounded by off-field troubles

England demand final 


LONDON, Sept 19, (Reuter): 
England cricket officials are 
demanding a final decisionabout 
their apparently doomed winter 
tour of India by Sept 26. 

The English Test and County 
Cricket Board (TCCB) also seem 
certain to claim compensation 
from India if the tour does not 
take place, it was disclosed yes- 
terday. 

The 1 1 -week tour due to start 
in December was effectively 
scuppered when the Indian 
government said captain Gra- 
ham Gooch and seven other 
members of the 16-strong team 
who are on United Nations 
blacklist for their South African 
links would not be granted visas. 

A special TCCB meeting — 
held at Edgbaston, Birmingham, 


to coincide with a one-day 
county final — reaffirmed 
England's determination to 
stand firm over the question of 
players with South African con- 
nections. 

Reaffirmed 

A TCCB statement issued 
after the meeting said: “The 
(executive) committee reaffir- 
med that in accordance with 
International Cricket Con- 
ference (ICC) rules there can be 
no interference with the selection 
of the England team and any 
request to withdraw any player 
with South African connections 
cannot be considered." 

The Board of Control for 
Cricket in India (BCC1) have 
said thev will make a final 


decision about the tour at their 
annual meeting next weekend. 

The statement from Edgbas- 
ton added: “The committee 
stressed it is essential that the 
TCCB are advised within 24 
hours of the completion of the 
Indian board meeting if India 
can accept the England team as 
chosen. 

“If the invitation to the 
England team is withdrawn the 
TCCB will need to assess urgent- 
ly the financial damage and other 
implications.” 

TCCB chief executive Alan 
Smith said: “We would certainly 
consider asking for compensa- 
tion from India ir the tour fails to 
go ahead. We have to make cer- 
tain payments bearing in mind 
the players’ contracts,"

Real will reign in Spain, says Toshack 


MADRID, Sept 19, (Reuter): 
Real Madrid will win the Spanish 
First Division soccer champion- 
ship despite their faltering start 
to the season, according to rival 
manager John Toshack. 

“I'm certain they are the best 
side in Spain, although they're 
going to have to sweat more than 
fast season if they want to win the 
title.'' said Real Sociedad's coach 
Toshack after yesterday's 2-2 
draw in the Bemabeu stadium. 

Serious 

It was Real's third draw in 
succession and notable for an 
own goal and a fluffed penalty by 
striker Hugo Sanchez. 

Real coach Leo Beenhakker 
continued to make light of what 
commentators are calling serious 
problems — “a boat without a 
mast” said one sports newspaper 
— blaming the draw partly on 
the “bad luck of an own goal.” 

Beenhakker said: “That made 
them play nervously ... in the first 
half we played a very complete 
game. dominating Real 
Sociedad. 

“There's nothing wrong with 
the team physically or tech- 
nically, it's just a little lack of 

concentration on the pan of 

some of the players." Beenhak- 
ker added. 

Real’s local rivals AUetico 
Madrid crashed to the bottom of 
the table after a 4-1 defeat at 


Seville which coach Ramon 
Maguregui called “our worst 
match." 

Barcelona faltered in their 
advance with a I- 1 draw at home 
against Valencia, but still 
showed style and energy and Bil- 
bao Athletic went to the top with 
a 1-0 victory over Cadiz which 
coach Howard Kendall admitted 
was “difficult and not much fun 
for the spectators.” 

In the Netherlands. Ajax's 
continuing poor form continued 
to dominate the headlines after a 
3-3 home draw against Roda. 

“Ajax- stays sick” read the 
headline in the mass circulation 
Algemeen Dagblad newspaper. 
Commentators note the team is 
losing spectators, with only 
about half the number of tickets 
sold to their home matches this 
season, compared with last year. 

Ajax manager Kurt Linder 
admitted the team, in 1 1 th place, 
had little chance of reaching a 
leading position this season and 
suffered from poor organisation 
on the field. 

“We had the game in hand,” 
he said, referring to Ajax’s 2-0 
lead against Roda at halftime. 
“But things went wrong in the 
second half due to lack of con- 
centration in defence. The organ- 
isation isn't going right yet. I'm 
not a magician who can undo the 
damage of five games," he said.

BCCP hits out 
at Australian 
complaints 

KARACHI, Sept 19, (Reuter): 
The Pakistan cricket board said 
today it deplored Australian 
complaints about the umpiring 
and the wicket in the current Test 
match. 

As Pakistan cruised towards 
an overwhelming victory on the 
fourth day, secretary Arif Abbasi 
said in a statement that the board 
had full confidence in umpires 
Mahboob Shah and Khizer 
HayaL 

The Karachi National 
Stadium wicket was the same for 
both teams, it said. 

Australian manager Colin 
Egar protested publicly on 
Saturday that at least seven 
decisions had gone against his 
side. Australia had asked that 
Shah not be appointed for the 
remaining matches of the tour, 
be said. 

Allegations 

Abbasi said the Board for 
Control of Cricket in Pakistan 
(BCCP) had taken note of the 
allegations, but added: 

“It reiterates its full confidence 
in the umpires, both of whom are 
experienced and uncontroveisial 
and one of whom (Shah) 
officiated in the World Cup final 
at Calcutta last year.” 

Shah, who has officiated in 19
